Oaring the afternoon session of the Court 
in the Morrow trial George (Irani, Assistant 
Cashier of the Nevada llank, was called as 
a witness. 
In resjionse to questions he 
testified : “ I have written evidence, in the 
shape of a special deposit certificate, that 
Frank T. Northey deposited $2,000 in the 
Nevada 
Hank on October 5, 1KS0, and 
that he withdrew it two days afterward. 
Northey had never before, nor has he since, 
transacted any business with the bank. 
Joseph Marshall, proprietor of the I’earl 
Saloon, and J. C. Jliers, proprietor of the 
Transfer Saloon, were called as witnesses 
and asked whether Morrow had met Mc­ 
Cord, Northey and Davis at either of their 
places of business on May- 5th. Neither 
could recall such a meeting. Marshall tes­ 
tified that McCord was in his saloon about 
noon to-day. 
McCord was recalled and asked if he was 
at the I'earl saloon to-day. McAllister ob­ 
jected. 
Klourney said the theory of the prosecu­ 
tion was that McCord acted as Morrow’s 
go-between in the case throughout. This4 
morning I tried to keep secret the sub- 
penas I sent out for these saloon-keepers 
and others, but by some means or other 
that became known, and now I want to 
know his motive. 
The Court said that if Klourney proposed 
to show that McCord testified falsely in his 
former testimony, the testimony would be 
admissible. 
Klourney said he asked the introduction 
of the testimony in the interest of justice. 
This kind of thing had cropped up in the 
case throughout. Klourney called atten­ 
tion to the fact that McCord had sworn 
that he did not know where the I’earl sa­ 
loon was, and it was only after a long 
struggle that he gave the name of Joseph 
Marshall, proprietor of the saloon. He 
wanted to find out how it was that McCord 
visited the saloon to-day. 
McAllister said that there was a rule of 
evidence to prevent counsel impeaching his 
own witness. 
The Court sustained the objection. 
Klournov then called for A. C. Dietz, aud 
said he could not proceed without him . He 
wanted to show that Morrow had guaran­ 
teed Dietz the am ount of his bond. Dietz 
could not be found by the olticer who was 
intrusted with the attachment to serve on 
him. The wait continued until 3:50, when 
the[0ourt said his information was that Dietz 
wouldn't be in Court this afternoon. He 
had been advised that he was needed, and 
was evidently biding away. He had left 
the city this morning for the purpose of 
evading the process of the Court. The 
Court thought the prosecution was justified 
in not going on without Dietz.

Foote protested against any unnecessary 
delay, as it was a hardship not only to lii’s 
client, but to the jurors. He thought that 
Mr. Morrow should at least be allowed to 
spend the evening at bis own home, even 
if he be taken back every night for sleep­ 
ing. 
The Court said that he did not care where 
the Sheriff kept him. All that was re­ 
quired was that Morrow should be pro­ 
duced in Court when required. 


MORROW SUPS AT HOME. 
The Sheriff decided if there was no ob­ 
jection to allow Mr. Morrow to visit his 
home for a while and get dinner there, 
under charge of a Deputy Sheriff. 
In admonishiug the jury, just before ad­ 
journment, Judge Sullivan said tbat he 
hoped to-morrow would end the trial, and 
that to-morrow night ihey would be with 
their families. The Court adjourned till 
to-morrow.

W a sh in g t o n , October 21st.—[Special ]— 
At noon to-day every inch of standing- 
room behind the bar of the Supreme Court 
was packed with spectators. It had been 
stated that the petition of the Chicago 
Anarchists for a writ of error to save the 
lives of the seven condemned men would 
be presented to a full Court, Justice Harlan 
having declined to receive the petition in 
chambers. 
As the clock over Chief Justice W aite’s 
seat marked 12:05, the lawyers crowded 
through the mass of people surrounding 
the entrance to the Court-room, and took 
seats behind the long, cloth-covered table 
that faces the Bench. 


PEN PICTURES OF THE ATTORNEYS. 
The first to enter was Benjamin F. But­ 
ler, who handed his overcoat to a negro at­ 
tendant, after first taking from one of its 
capacious pockets 
a 
bundle of papers 
which, with a grunt and a bung, he depos­ 
ited upon the table. Instead of the un­ 
lighted cigar which he usually carried iu 
his mouth, he chewed vigorously upon a 
piece of tobacco, and the red rose which is 
usually to be seen in the lapel of his 
coat was missing. 
The occasion was a 
uneral, and (lowers were not in order. 
At the heels of Butler came Roger 
Pryor, of New York, a tall, swarthy man, 
whose straight, black hair, brushed back 
from his forehead, hung in Indian fashion 
upon the collar of his black coat. Prior 
has a smooth-shaven lace, black eyes, long 
aquiline nose, heavy square chin) ami an 
underlip which be is fond of pushing up 
with a peculiar movement of the muscles of 
the lower jaw until it nearly meets his 
nose. 
J. Randolph Tucker, of Virginia, fol­ 
lowed Pryor, and he stood facing the 
Bench, while Pryor shook hands with 
Senator Vest, of Missouri. Tucker has a 
shock of snow-white hair surmounting his 
shapely head, aud wears a closely-cropped, 
white mustache. His complexion is ruddy, 
features regular, and a pair of twinkling 
blue eyes glisten front beneath his heavy 
eyebrows. 
He sat beside Butler. 
Captain Black, of Chicago, chief counsel 
for the condemned Anarchists (and brother 
of General Black, Commissioner of Pen­ 
sions). was the next to enter the Court. 
Unlike Butler, Pryor aud Tucker, it was 
Black’s first appearance in the Supreme 
Court, and he had to be sworn in before he 
could be recogaized as an attorney. Black 
is a tall, rawboned man, with somewhat of 
a resemblance to Abrahant Lincoln. He 
has thick, iron-gray hair, and a mustache 
and beard of the same color. His features 
are rugged, ami his face has a kindly, al­ 
though a hard expression. 
He carried on 
his arm a bundle of papers and printed 
copies of the petition for distribution among 
the members of the Court. 
Following him. and last (and least) of the 
array of counsel for the Anarchists, came 
Black's immediate assistant in the defense. 
Mr. Saloman has pronouncedly Jewish 
features. He is is short and insignificant 
in appearance, weighing apparently about 
100 pounds. 
His smoothly-shaved face 
shows the ravages of small-pox, and his 
beady black eyes glisten just above a long, 
hooked nose. 
He sat behind his chief, 
and was admitted to practice at the same 
timejCaptain Black took the oath. 
These five gentlemen represented the con­ 
demned murderers. 


THE PETITION PRESENTED. 


W a sh in g t o n, October 21st.—The appli­ 
cation to the United States Supreme Court 
for a writ of error in the Chicago Anarch­ 
ists' case was made in open Court shortly 
after noon to-day, bv General I’ryor, iu be­ 
half of the condemned prisoners' 
The points upon which he relied to show 
that the cases involved Federal questions 
which would give tbis Court jurisdiction 
were, first, that the statute of Illinois relat­ 
ing to the impanelment of juries makes it 
possible to try prisoners with a partial and 
prejudiced jury, as was in fact done in this 
case, and that such a statute is obnoxious 
to the Federal Constitution ; and, second, 
that the prisoners were compelled to testify 
against and criminate themselves, and that 
the criminating evidence against them was 
obtained by the police from their privpte 
desks without search warrants, in violation 
of a constitutional provision that man shall 
not be deprived of life, etc.. without process 
of law. 
The Court directed Pryor to have printed 
at once that part oí the retord which pre­ 
sents these questions, and have printed 
copies ready for submission to the Court 
to-day or early to-morrow morning. 
Further directions, it necessary, would, 
the Chief Justics said, be given on Monday 
next.

His story is that Graham was not feeling 
well, and laid down in the fire-roora. 
Shortly after this Chief Engineer McCul­ 
lough came in and found Graham lying 
down, apparently sleeping, whereupon the 
engineer remarked : “ I’ll wake you up,” 
and suiting the action to the words, he de­ 
liberately took a large shovel, and scooping 
it full ot red-hot coals from the furnace he 
poured them over the ['rostrate form of the 
sick man, and followed up the work by 
beating and abusing Graham as he lay- 
writhing under the burning coals. 
Riley further swears that within fifteen 
minutes after Engineer McCullough had 
first assaulted Graham, the latter was a 
corpse, and was immediately removed to 
the engine-room and laid upon the grating.

In order to land 
the gun and carriage at the same time two 
heavy sailing launches were utilized and 
were taken alongside the flagship Rich­ 
mond. Both launches w en connected by 
heavy spars and equally heavy planking, 
and thus a four-foot platform was impro­ 
vised. The gun and carriage were hoisted 
clear of the ship's side and slowly descended 
to the plattorm, where they were securely 
fastened. 
The order to start was no sooner given 
than the timbers snapped and the gun and 
carriage gracefully glided into the water. 
The weight of the gun as it went over­ 
board capsized one of the launches, and 
caused the other to fill with water. The 
water was black with men struggling to 
free themselves from the debris. Three 
were badly bruised. To-night the valuable 
gun and carriage rest on the bottom, and 
the work ol bringing them to the surface 
will involve time and money. It is con­ 
sidered a miracle that no lives were lost. 
Admiral Luce witnessed the accident and 
is deeply chagrined.

Inspiring—Traditions o f the 
Twin Volcanoes

Amr a-Mec a, Mexico, Oct. 11, 1887. 
I don’t know whether I would advi.se 
anybody to attempt the ascent of I’ojax-a. 
tapetl. I tried it myself, long ago, during 
the first year of my first visit to Mexico, 
incitfsl thereto by the beloved companion 
of my wanderings, Emily Pierce, who has 
since climbed to the bights of immortal­ 
ity ; bnt I doubt if life will be long enough 
to enable me ever to feel quite rested from 
that adventure. 
There are not wanting those unaspiring 
and therefore incredulous souls, who—hav­ 
ing never ascended beyond the valleys of 
life, eithc-r metaphorically or literally, but 
etick to beaten paths from the cradle to 
the grave—sneer at the possibility of the 
undertaking, and hint that those who claim 
to have accomplished it are merely ro­ 
mancing. 1 can testify, however, to the 
feasibility of it, even for ladies, if they are 
physically strong and spiritually enthusi­ 
astic enongh—and the latter Uliy no means 
the least important qualification, for the 
exaltation of the hour will carry one over 
dangers and difficulties which, without it, 
would be insurmountable. 
Til EBK ST A NDS l! OLD POCO,” 
Always on the horizon—the liighost moun­ 
tain in North America, and one of the 
half-dozen highest iu the world—a porpot- 
nal temptation to the adventurous. As 
the traveler nears the Valley of Mexico, 
the first objects that greet his gaze are the 
twin volcanoes, Popoeatapetl and Ixtacci- 
huati, (the latter pronounced Kes-tah-see- 
wat-1), side hv side, loth wearing the white 
robes of the sky. Their enormous snow- 
tields, gleaming in the tropic sunshine, at­ 
tract his eye first in the morning and last 
at night. Who can remain long under 
their shadows and not lajeóme possessed of 
an ungovernable Acuite to place beneath 
his feet that marvel of his school-days, 
the Monarch of Mexico? For many the 
dght of the mountain liceomes a sort of 
fascination, which, like Macbeth, “ doth 
murder sleep”—or are they bewitched by 
the genius of old Popo, the queer little 
brownie whom the Indians call Cuantel- 
portle, who dwells among the eternal 
snows and helps or hinders |<ersons accord­ 
ing to his elfish moods? 
If you decide to ascend, the proper pre­ 
liminary is to find somebody who has been 
there- before you and knows all about it by 
actual experience. These sophisticated 
ones are not numerous, > cl a few of them 
may always be found. The start must l>e 
made from this village of Ameca-Meca, on 
the north side of the mountain, hut most 
of the preparations can licst Ik- made in the 
Pity of Mexico, forty miles away. First 
be sure to find General Sanchez Ochoa, 
Governor of the Military School at Cha- 
pultepcc, who regularly owns the volcano 
anil works it as a sulphur mine, and from 
whom alone can be obtained the necessary 
permission to pass two nights at “ the 
half-way house,” Tlamacas, midway be­ 
tween the valley and the crater. There 
arc other very important particulars which 
your informant may neglect to mention. 
For example, do not forget that the feel 
must lie kept warm and dry by pairs upon 
pairs of «tout woolen hose, for the many 
hours of climbing through wet snows to 
ever colder bights; a quantity of cloth in 
strips for securely bandaging the ankles, 
and sandals with spikes in the soles for 
scaling the ice cones; a stout stick, with a 
spike driven into the point, to assist in 
the climbing—for in all this land of 
mountains there is nut such a thing as a 
real Alpinstock; veils ami colored glasses, 
to protect the eyes from the dazzling glare 
of the tropic sun upon the snow-fields, 
which in lofty altitudes, combined with 
exosmive fatigue and extraordinary exer­ 
tion, sometimes produces blindness; the 
lightest clothing you can secure, consistent 
with warmth—for before your task is half 
accomplished you will find that 
THE GRAKSnOPI'KR ItHCOMDt A BURDEN,” 
And each additional ounce seems to weigh 
j ton; plenty of blankets for the cold 
nights at Tlamacas, and provisions forfour 
days—by no means forgetting the brandy- 
bottle and a few simple remedies to be 
used in casesof faintness,or vertigo, which 
the thin air ol “ tho land of the sky” is 
liable to superinduce. 
Guides, horses, food, etc., can be pro­ 
cured at Ameea-meea. You should start 
for the half-way bouse as early in the 
morning as |>o8sible, in order to traverse 
the gloomy forests before nightfall; but in 
this country of tnmana (“ to-morrow”), it 
is one thing to resolve and quite another 
to accomplish. As 3lrangers come to this 
village for no other purpose than theaseent 
if Po|Hicatapctl, one is immediately Mir- 
roundcd by guides and traders, and lias no 
difficulty in procuring all requirements. 
But. remember that in every case when 
dealing with a Mexican it is absolutely 
necessary to “dicker,” -for whatever may 
be his price, ho expects to come down at 
least two-thirds. If you accept his primary 
offer he has no further respect for you, but, 
considering you lawful prey as non compos 
mentís, will proceed to cheat you beyond 
all account. 
It is best teemploy a peon and two horses 
to each [icrson, and an experienced guide 
for every two or three. With an ardinarv 
party the expense of each fur the whole 
trip, from the City of Mexico to the crater 
and back again, need not exceed $10. But 
above all things, lie sure to carry plenty of 
blankets and a bountiful supply of calotie- 
produeing food, for the the quick transition 
from eternal summer to eternal snow is 
trying to the strongest constitution. 
The latest measurement makes 1’opo- 
cutapetl a little more than 10,000 feet in 
hight, one of the mightiest in that “burn­ 
ing girdle’’ which surrounds the Pacific. 
Its twin, Ixtaccihuail, is 3,000 feet lower— 
a long, uneven ridge, instead of a cone; hut, 
being that much nearer the limits of 
vision, looks the greater of the two from 
the valley, l'aciag eastward, Ixtaccihuatl 
—la Mujer Blanen, or 
“th e w h ite woman"— 
Is really suggestive, by her shape, of a 
dead giantess robed for burial. Far and 


among the archives of Spain, brought to 
light—among other curious letters from 
the Coru/uixt/idnrcs—a vivid description of 
Popoeatapetl in eruption! The cutlior of 
it was Don Diego Ordos, one of Cortez’ 
Captains and a special correspondent of 
the expedition. And so graphically did 
he describe it that the Spanish sovereign, 
Carlos V., granted to him and his de­ 
scendants forever the exclusive right to 
have a burning mountain upon the family 
escutcheon ! 
As sjiecial correspondents are seldom 
known to tanqicr with the truth, let us be­ 
lieve, for the credit of the profession, that 
the phenomenon which Ordas witnessed 
was a thunder-storm of unusual severity, 
f saw one myself on the mountain-top, 
four years'ago, when suddenly the crater 
became black as midnight, and the sol­ 
feadlas, or sulphur crevices, showed them­ 
selves iu lurid Hashes of red and blue, ex­ 
actly like pictures we have seen of the 
flaming gates of hell, producing an effect 
which might appall the stoutest heart. 
Speaking of Pupocatapetl, that re­ 
doubtable Friar, Thomas Gage, quaintly 
olwerves: “ There are no Alps like unto it 
for hight, cold, and constant snow that 
lieth upon it." One does not realize this, 
however, during the first half of the jour­ 
ney, when “Ho! for the summit," is the 
cry, and that ultima thule gleams like a 
sheeted ghost above. For au hour or more 
ono canters gaily through a charming 
country, aiiouiuling iu fields of barley, al­ 
ternating with sturdy corn and the paler 
green of sugar-cane. Since crops are per­ 
ennial in this land of sunshine—the Mexi 
can husbandman, like grim death, having 
“ all seasons for his own,” and arranging 
sets I time and harvest to suit himself—the 
scene, agriculturally, is about the same at 
all portions of the year. 
ily-and-hy you ascend beyond the line 
of rich vegetation to woods and grazing 
lands. Gradually tropical verdure give» 
place to that of 
THE TEMPERATE ZONE ; 
Even the birds being those of the far 
north—jays, chickadees, mendow-larks, and 
“ Ph cubes.” 
To the right of the road, rising out of a 
cornfield, is a high, conical hill, green with 
waving grain to the very apex. It is known 
as TclepiTongo (“ Tho Ilill of Round 
Stones"), and is manifestly artificial. On 
its summit is a round altar, where doubt­ 
less sacrifices (perhaps human) were once 
offered to unknown gods by some long-for­ 
gotten people. On a similar elevation, a 
mile distant, the remains of a temple and 
considerable pottery have been found. 
Still journeying upward, the grass soon 
disappears, and presently you enter the 
solemn forests of Dr and pine. Resinous 
odors fill the air, the ground is thickly 
coated with fallen cones and long pine 
needles, and on every hand the giant trees 
stand close in serried ranks. The silence 
becomes almost supernatural, for not even 
a murmur of wind, er the note of a night- 
bird calling to his mate disturbs the op­ 
pressive stillness of this enchanted forest— 
ten thousand feet above the sea. But it is 
wise to get out of these solitudes before 
nightfall, 
for 
thin 
impenetrable 
darkness descends like a pall, and 
the long-drawn scream of the coy­ 
ote is heard, with the occasional blood­ 
curdling cry of the mountain lion. Na­ 
turalists complain that the last-named 
much-to-be-drcaded crcaurcs are very rare, 
hut that circumstance is the onlv thing 
that can lie said in their favor. Scattered 
all along tho trail are 
IILACK 1VOOHKN CROriSBS, MARKING WAY­ 
SIDE MURDERS, 
Growing-more and more frequent as we 
penetrate dce|«ra into the wood. Every 
tangled thicket seems to shelter one, and 
our peons are kept busy crossing them­ 
selves and muttering their prayers. Ex­ 
pressing surprise at the great number of 
those grim mementoes, and that any man 
should have attempted such a journey 
with money enough alxiut him to tempt 
banditti, the guide replied vehemently: 
“ Señora, they will murder you here for 
<Ins reales—twenty-flic cents. Sometimes 
the ladrones follow you out from A meca- 
meca, especially 
if you lie Ameri­ 
cans who arc known to always have 
money—or will precede you and lie iu 
wait in the black forest. However,” he 
added philosophically, “ they will al­ 
ways say prayers for your soul, and set up 
a cross that others may pray also.” 
At last Tlamacas Is reached, which— 
though scarcely fiftcn miles from Ameca- 
meca—is nearly 13,000 feet above the sea. 
1 venture to assert that it is not only the 
highest human habitation on the hemis­ 
phere, hut the coldest. All your blankets 
will be needed, and the biggest fires that 
can Ik* built—and it would not he surpris­ 
ing if the brandy bottle also came into 
judicious requisition. 
It seems unkind to leave you here, like 
Mohammed in his coffin, between earth and 
heaven, hut, as our letter is already too 
long, we must defer the rest of it t ill an­ 
other week.

THEIR MARKET AND COXSl MF- 
TI0X AT THE EAST. 


A Review of the Snbject from an 
Eastern Standpoint--The 
Outlook—Etc. 


Cotton-Growing in California. 
Persons who are thinking of going into 
tho cultivation of cotton in this State will 
be interested in the following which ap­ 
peared iu a late number of the Savannah 
News. It gives the following as the cost of 
raising cotton in Georgin : 
“ A very reasonable estimate on fair land 
is figured out as follows: Rent per acre,or 
interest on investment, $2 50 (this, of 
course, includes taxes, fencing, ete.); prep­ 
aration of land, $1 ; fertilizers,?!); plant­ 
ing and seed, $1; gathering, ?4 ; ginning 
and packing, including bagging and ties. 
?2; total, ?I8 50, less seed valued at ?2 25. 
Bay the yield is 250 pounds, tiic cost at 
tbo gin-house ready to be hauled to market 
is 6.3 cents tier pound. The above is a 
fair average estimate when seasons are fa­ 
vorable. It will cost ail extra cent to 
•scud the cotton to market and sell it, al­ 
lowing for drying out and consequent loss 
in weight. It will be seen from this that 
there is no money in the crop at prices 
that have prevailed in recent years, unless 
the quality I- extraordinarily good. The 
average quality of cotton produced in 
Georgia is low middling, and the price is 
singularly near the estimated cost of pro­ 
duction. When fertilizers and supplies 
arc bought on time, the cost of the crop is 
usually from 15 to 25 per cent, greater than 
the foregoing estimate. This, of course, 
makes the cotton cost more than it brings 
in the market, and it Is not difficult to see 
how it is that planters lose money when 
they do not condnct their plantations ac­ 
cording to strict business principles and 
with economy. It is true that there are 
few planters that own their land who 
make more than fair rent off their cotton

make any money at all on cotton. There 
arc plenty of farmers in every part of the 
South, however, who make money from di­ 
versified farming.” 
Experiments in this State show that we 
have the advantage over eotton-growers in 
the Southern States in a larger average of 
yield per acre. It is also well-known that 
we have here less difficulties to contend 
with in the climate. Our freedom from 
rain during the picking season is a great 
advantage, and lor some years at least 
there will be little or no need lor fertiliz­ 
ers. This last item is a very important 
one. A Californian-grown cotton is also 
of a iuucii tetter quality than the average 
of that grown on the uplands of the South, 
approaching more nearly to the character 
of the sea island cotton of the eastern por­ 
tion of the Atlantic States. We also have 
the advantage of transportation in our fa­ 
vor. Cotton grown in this State should be 
manufactured here, as it undoubtedly will 
lie. Indeed there is even now quite a de­ 
mand for the raw material to supply the 
Oakland mill and the woolen mills as well, 
all of which latter use more or less cotton 
to mix with their Wool. Taking all things 
agony of his tremblings.

There is no greater fruit market in the 
world than the United States, and prob­ 
ably no single city buys so much as New 
York. Americans of all classes devour 
fruit in a quantity perfectly astonishing to 
the benighted strangers who come here 
from loreign lands. 
The first great fact to strike anyone in­ 
terested in the city's fruit trade of to-day 
is the immense increase in the amount of 
fruit received here from California. As 
late as last year this fruit did not come 
here at all, except in small packages by 
express from Chicago. Now the enormous, 
magnificently-appearing peaches and pears 
arc to be found with the domestic fruit 
iipsin ever comer stand. 
Why this change ? Because at the be­ 
ginning of the present summer the fruit­ 
growers belonging to the California Fruit 
Union found that immense quantities of ¡ 
their best fruit were rotting upon the trees ! 
for lack of market. Something had to be 
done, anil that at once. It was no longer 
a question of getting good prices; it was a 
question of selling at any price rather than 
submit to the dead loss of decay. 
Accordingly the California growers en­ 
gaged agents in this city and hegau send­ 
ing East a train consisting of ten carloads 
of fruit every day. All of these cars did 
not come here; some went to Boston, Phil­ 
adelphia, Baltimore and other cities, but 
two or three carloads have come regularly 
during the summer to New York. 
All the local firms shook their heads at 
the new departure. 
“ They will soon discover that they can’t 
compete with t he domestic trade,” said one 
of the home merchants. 
But the agents were not discouraged. 
The fruit arrived in good condition except 
in the hottest July weather, when some of 
the peaches and apricots were badly 
bruised and rotten. The splendid appear­ 
ance of the fruit was another fioint in its 
favor, everybody who wished to make a 
show upon the dinner table being sure to 
purchase it. The warm climate of Califor­ 
nia, of course, enabled the growers to send 
their produce to the Eastern market before 
the domestic fruits were fairly ready for 
distribution. 
But the daily through fruit trains were 
no sooner started than a difficulty was dis­ 
covered which threatened to play havoc 
with the prospective profits. This was i 
that bugbear to so many professions, the 
insterstate commerce law. The freight I 
rates under it were so large that the no- | 
cessity for remedial measures became ap- | 
parent. 
Fortunately for the California 
trade, a way was discovered which has con­ 
tinued to work satisfactorily. The way 
is this: The fruit is shipped from Sacra­ 
mento to Chicago as freight. From Chi­ 
cago to Now York it is carried in the same 
cars and disturbed in no way, hut it is sent 
by express—not as freight. The excessive 
freight charges are iu this way avoided, 
and the freight rates are now only one- 
third as great as they had been before tiiis 
season. 
So far forty-five carloads of California 
fruit have been received here this summer 
by the agents of the Union, and there are 
all the time more on the way. It takes 
six days and a half for the journey over­ 
land, and the sending is arranged so that 
the fruit may not arrive on Saturday or 
Sunday, when it would have to wait a" day 
or two liefore it could he sold. 
All the fruit coining from the Union 
growers is disposed of at auction, and the 
sale usually takes place upon the day of its 
arrival here. 
A visit on a morning when a big load of 
California fruit is on sale, is an interesting 
experience. The fruit is all spread out in 
boxes before the auctioneer’s stand. Be­ 
fore the sale begins the fruit dealers who 
have come to buy go about each box, ex- 
airaining the condition and quality of the 
fruit. Each separate pear, peach, quince or 
apricot is wrapped in a paper and is care­ 
fully guarded from bruising. The packers, 
however, occasionally make mistakes and 
put two different kinds of {>eaehes in the 
same lot. The “ freestones ” are c#nsid- 
ered better than the “ clings,” and dealers 
do not like to have them mixed. Some of 
the pears arriving now are in a capital 
condition for immediate consumption, hut 
are not green enough to admit of being 
kept for any length of time. 
The Tokay grapes, which are now begin­ 
ning to arrive from California, will con­ 
tinue to come up to the middle of October. 
They are a splendid fruit, and come to 
market in time to compete with the Jer­ 
sey, up river and Western New York fruit. 
The Califirma crop this year is not con­ 
sidered a large one, hut there is plenty for 
everybody, and the acknowledged supe­ 
riority of this grape is sure to give it a 
lame sale. 
The grapes, like the other fruit, come in 
open ventilated cars, and arrive in excel­ 
lent condition. They will soon he the only ¡ 
fruit arriving from ('alifornia, as the season ¡ 
for the other fruits is drawing quiekiv to a ¡ 
close. 
On the whole, the California Union is I 
delighted with the results of its expcri- 1 
ment of a New York agency, and they in- j 
tend to keep it up next summer, with j 
every prospect of doing a still more satis- I 
factory business. 
_ Another great branch of the fruit trade i 
is the Mediterranean business. This goes j 
almost exclusively through the hands of ' 
the auctioneer. The season for the Al­ 
mena, or, as they are commonly called, 
Malaga grapes, will soon begin, but nianv 
dealers have been obliged to send word to 
keep back these grapes, in order that thev 
may not fall tqion an already overstocked 
market. 
Last year over 160,000 barrels were re­ 
ceived, and this year the crop has been so 
tine that there is every prospect for the ar­ 
rival of a still larger number. The months 
of October, November and December are 
the great ones for this trade. 
A curious fact of the trade this year has 
been the unparalleled flow of lemons from 
the Sfoditerranean. Dealers have written 
and rewritten to stop them, but until re­ 
cently they kept arriving in vast numbers. 
Last month alone no less than ”30,000 
Gives of lemons arrived from the island of 
Bieilv, and when it is remembered that 
there are in a I cast's 360 lemons to a box, 
the demoralization of the market Is not 
hard to account for. 
The lemon season has pretty well fallen 
through by this time. But what are uot 
lemons used for ? 
As a gentleman said the other day : “ Go 
into any uptow n restaurant and order din­ 
ner. The first tiling to be brought in is a 
plate of oysters and clams. There is a 
good half lemon to squeeze upon them. 
Then conies soup, and there is almost al­ 
ways a slice of lemon floating iu it. Next, 
fish—and the chef has generally decorated 
this dish with pieces of lemon. Entrees, 
meats etc., follow, and nearly all have 
lemon with them somewhere, and when 
you are done the waiter brings you a finger 
bowl with pieces of lemon floating in the 
water.” 
Last year fully three million boxes of 
lemons and orauges arrived from the Med­ 
iterranean and found consumers in plenty 
in this country. 
The Florida orange crop has been bad 
this year, and the supply will undoubtedly 
lie lielow that of last year, but as 1,250,000 
Iwxes were sent out of the State last season, 
the country will probably pull through 
without an orange famine.

THAT MARVELOUS METEOR. 
D escribed by a M aine Professor AY ho 
AVent in Search of It. 
On Thursday evening, September 15th, 
at 8 o’clock local time, says the New York 
Tribune, a brilliant meteor passed through 
the sky of this region, creating great ex­ 
citement among the {>eople. It was seen 
by a great many persons widely separated, 
and must have illuminated a belt of coun­ 
try several hundred miles in width. It 
was distinctly seen at Bangor, Me., at tit 
Maine State 
party, l>y 
Calais and other towns in Maine, by citi­ 
zens of St. Johns, McAdams, Halifax and 
other {mints in the provinces. The time 
was so favorable that many were on the 
streets and saw tho illumination, if not the 
meteor. The braketocn on the trains were 
particularly fortunate. The next morning 
a false report was circulated l»v a party at 
McAdams Junction that it had fallen near 
that place, and was as large as a Pullman 
car, and so hot that one could not get 
within fifty rods of it. 
Knowing that a meteor had fallen, F. 
L. Harvey, Professor of natural history in 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College, 
Orono, Me., took the first train to Vancc- 
boro to learn, if {«issiblc, where it had 
fallen, anti, if possible, secure it for the 
State College. Telegrams were sent to St. 
Stephens and Calais, Me., and to Halifax 
and Yarmouth, N. S., to learn whether it 
could be seen, and in what direction, hop­ 
ing to fix the direction of its path. At 
Orono anil Bangor it was seen in the 
southeast. 
At Vane-choro, Bridgewater, 
McAdams Junction and Calais it was dis­ 
covered about twenty degrees east of 
south. 
At Halifax it appeared to he 
southwest; at Carleton iu a westerly di­ 
rection. If these lines arc traced on the 
map, it will appear evident that the 
meteor probably entered our atmosphere 
near the boundary of the States and Prov­ 
inces, and moved in a southeast course 
across the Bay ofFundyand the peninsula 
of Nova Scotia, and landed in the Atlantic 
ocean. The time was estimated by vari­ 
ous oliservers as from two to three seconds, 
and the size that of the full moon or 
a small wash-tub. Several believe they 
heard a distinct hissing or rushing sound. 
Most of the observers say it was a round 
[«sly of a deep red color like the sun in a 
smoky atmosphere, and from this central 
portion extended a purplish tail several 
times the width of the body, and that star­ 
like scintillations were continually given 
off. Some com{«.*tent observers regard the 
body as oblong, and one believed the ob­ 
long mass was divided into two denser {«ra­ 
tions, separated by a space of greater brill­ 
iancy. The light given to the atmosphere 
was considered purplish in color. It will 
be interesting to learn whether it was seen 
by shipping along the Nova Scotia coast. 
The phenomenon lias caused great excite­ 
ment in that region, and has been the 
topic of conversation since the fall. Many 
were badly frightened, thinking that the 
millennium had come, and numerous and 
strange have lieen the queries and theories 
regarding the origin and nature of these 
fierv bodies.

T h e Advance of Ch o lera.—Step by 
step the cholera is creeping through South 
America, gathering force as it marches. 
Beginning at Buenos Ayres, by the latter 
part of December it will have crossed the 
Argentine Republic and gained fothold in 
Chile. A telegram from Panama tells us 
of its ravages in that State, and we may 
catch a hint of their extent from the fact 
that it has already been proposed that the 
“ nation concede a pension to the families 
of all who may (lie attending cholera 
patients.” The same authority informs us 
that the people of the Isthmus are grow­ 
ing alarmed, and that vessels from 
Uruguay, the Argentine Republic, Chile 
and Peru are not allowed to enter the 
ports of Nicaragua, Honduras or Panama. 
These are serious signs, and matters of im­ 
port to other cities than New Orleans, and 
other States besides Louisiana.

The train of rich velvet, in a new 
dark shade of blue, has overside folds of 
the embroidered silvery blue satin. The 
right side of the skirt ami the laced, 
pointed corsage, also the sleeves, are 
trimmed with silver lace and Imiws of pale 
blue ribbon. 
Another of the two-toned dresses is suit­ 
able for dinners and receptions. It is in 
two of the sage shades, with odd trimming, 
consisting of bands of a new style of lace, 
resembling Irish point in design, and Bul­ 
garian embroidery in execution, which 
adorn the side and lower edge of the skirt 
and the corsage. 
The cream of the display is a delicate 
creation of Sara Meyer, a trained robe 
formed of cream moire, a rich, heavy, 
leather satin, the plain surface being ex­ 
quisitely embroider, d in leaves and flowers 
iu Moorish colors, intermixed with luster 
threads, creating unexpc ted illuminations 
and iridescent gleams when the dress is 
worn beneath the gas or electric light. 
The train and front of the dress are of 
moire; beneath a puff of moire on one side 
rests a breadth of the embroidered satin, 
while on the other side the embroidery is 
partly obscured or concealed beneath 
drapery in flowing folds that float back 
and occasionally reveal the hidden floral 
treasures.

NEW STYLES IN SILKS. 
Never has the display of silks been more 
beautiful and attractive than it is this sea­ 
son, savs the Philadelphia Record. 
Batin 
and gros grain have almost entirely gone 
out of sight, and in their place have come 
a dozen or more of far more durable and 
elegant materials. A species of inter­ 
mediate silk has a bright surface, but not 
so bright as satin, and the texture is 
thicker than gros grain. This is grease­ 
proof, and so well woven that it will not 
pall, and in black and plain colors; it is 
reversible. 
The leather silk is of this 
character, as is also the drab Lucullus, 
which has a little visible grain, bright on 
tho surface but not shiny, and drab Clovis, 
which has a right and a wrong side. 
I'oau de soie is one of the host fabrics for 
Ik slices, but it is not reversible. 
There is quite a demand for moire, es­ 
pecially the English, which has the large, 
irregular water, not the small striped de­ 
sign which used to lie called watered silk, 
hut is now known as moire Francaise. 
New designs have been brought out in the 
watering of the moire this season, and 
these have been interldended with many 
stripes. Among the new ones is the con­ 
stellation. It has pea-spots scattered all 
over its wa'ered ground, and sometimes 
the spots are of different sizes in the same 
piece. The moire Alexis is also new, and 
and has a cross-bar check in lines and 
varied colorings. Quadrille moire shows 
a different kind of check. In the moire 
antique Pekin there are broad il.irk satin 
stripes, in which stripes of all colors are 
thrown. 
Moire antique faconnc shows 
many handsome patterns, and other moires 
are likely to be very popular. 
The chameleon cr phosphorescent silks 
and ribbons, however, promise to he the 
prominent fashion of the season. They 
arc not the old-style shot silk, with the 
weft of one color and wixif of another, hut 
have the raw silk dyed twice over, one 
above the other, in such a fashion that 
both tints show, softening and Improving 
the other. They are like the interior of a 
shell, and the varied aspect they assume is 
quite charming. 
Brown and gold, green 
and red, blue and brown, red and green, 
peach and drab, and gray and red are the 
favorite mixtures. 
For evening wear there are many in­ 
expensive and effective designs for voung 
people. For matrons there are, of course, 
many very handsome and stvli-h ones, in 
which silver tinsel threads are intro­ 
duced. Borneo! the less costly silks have 
lozenge-shaped s'rlties in steel, brown, 
heliotrope and other tones. It is called 
camnieu faconne. 
A new silk has been introduced for man­ 
tles called peau de soie faconne. It is 
thick, with a bright, smooth surface, cov­ 
ered with gothic and geometrical scroll 
patterns in satin brocade. It is one of the 
best materials for the purpose ever intro­ 
duced. 
It is also made in white for wed­ 
ding gowns. 
AUTUMN STYLES IN PARIS. 
The most refined street costumes, says a 
Paris cablegram to the New York Times, 
are made of cloth, cashmere or some dark 
wool goods over silk. The underskirt, 
with its edges of knife-plaiting, is false, 
half jujie, perfectly plain, and braided 
heavily in some con.ranting shade. A 
tight-fitting coat falls nearly to the edge of 
this underskirt, the collar, cufla and plas­ 
tron being braided to match the skirt. 
With this is worn a large felt round hat, 
either with plumes or wings and bows or 
large ribbon loops standing high up be­ 
hind. Bonnets are entirely reserved for 
evening wear, and the latest chic is em­ 
broidered felt. You take a square piece 
of white, pale-rose, blue, lemon, or deep- 
red felt, {link out the edges and embroider 
the center in all colors of silk in the Ken­ 
sington stitch or something akin with a 
fair sprinkling of gold, si ver, steel, or 
spangles, bugles—anything bright and 
glistening will do; and then you gather 
up the felt in a whimsical wav in a shape 
must becoming to your face, and add tufts 
of feathers matching the colors of the em­ 
broidery, or the same idea is carried out 
in ritilmn bows or else a plume of solid 
black or pale gray. This decided contrast 
is lieing fashionable this season for every­ 
thing. The difficulty lies in the twisting 
of the felt, and it is easy to tell without 
looking inside of a bonnet whether the 
signature is a celebrated one. 
In the new play of “ Goadinet,” at the 
Gymnase. pretty Mile. Darland exhibits 
one of the new styles for dinner dress. It 
Is made ol pale ro-e satin, stri|«*d in. The 
pompadour underskirt of plain satin is 
covered with fine imitation of Malines lace 
held together in the front by cluster knot 
of pale pistache, violet, straw-color, and 
gray ribbons. The averdress has no dra­ 
pery whatever. Long side panels are laid 
on in three flat folds, and the short train is 
held to the waist in the same manner. The 
corsage is made in jacket form, with a vest 
of lace, and the sleeves of satin are com­ 
posed of {«lints open at the top showing an 
undersleeve of lace. 
Cloth, velvet, and silk in changeable 
colors are the newest novelties of the sea­ 
son. Young ladies, rosebuds, wear white 
felt hats to the theateis, trimmed with 
white feathers. Broad brims are lined 
with tulle finely plaited. White woo! 
dre-ses are considered to be quite the cor­ 


rect thing for small dinners, with the vest, 
collar, and sleeves embroidered in gold. 
There is a decided struggle between high 
collar^ for demi-toilet and lace turning 
over the dress and displaying the throat, 
without rib!>on or dog-collar. Pretty slen­ 
der white throats advocate the latter. 
In the second act of “ The Grand 
Duchess ’ Judie wears a magnificent dress 
designed by helix. It is made of a shade 
of satin now called old rose, which is very 
much like crushed raspberry. The tint is 
entirely embroidered by hand in large 
roses of all colors. A court tnartel is lined 
with ttirquois satin. A decoration of pale- 
blue moire ribbon is a mass of diamonds 
and natural roses. The coronet is of sap­ 
phires and diamonds. 
HATS AND BONNETS. 
English hats will be worn with tailor 
suits, and are neat and becoming. 
Many 
glossy beaver hats are shown also, but 
these are trimmed by milliners with high 
loops in front of gay plaid velvets, or 
changeable velvet or ribbon, and orna­ 
mented with clusters of short quills, live 
or six in a bunch, or with long gilt or 
silver ornaments. 
French round hats 
with small pointed pokes will be worn by 
young ladies in preference to bonnets. 
The Boulanger, with its brim rolled up 
high on each side iu military style, is the 
most masculine design sent over by Paris 
milliners, anil is shown handsomely made 
of dark-green felt with widely-bound 
edges, trimmed along the top of the crown 
with green moire ribbon loops and green 
cocks’ plumes. To match dressy costumes 
of velvet, cloth, or silk, young ladies will 
wear round hats not unlike those of last 
year, with soft half-high crowns and vel­ 
vet brims; tbe brim is made in crescent 
shape, higher in the back, and much of the 
trimming is placed behind and on the top 
of the crown. The small-pointed poke, 
sometimes called the Bo-Peep, is ready a 
stringless bonnet, and will he worn again 
with soft crown of embroidered cloth or 
velvet and beaded brim, or else a brim of 
gilt or silver cord passementerie in open 
lace-like pattern. Large and important- 
lixiking hats of velvet and lace are also sent 
out from Paris, some of them with wide 
brims irregularly rolled, and others with a 
broad {«ike front, as in the Comtesse Bara 
hat, with most of the trimming at the 
back of the ctown, and long ribbons hang­ 
ing from the back, which are brought for­ 
ward and tied under the chin. Sueb hats 
are made of velvet, with many small 
ostrich tips for trimming, and moire strings. 
Similar {«ikes are fashionable for misses 
and small girls, wide sash ribbons being 
used for erect loops up the back of the 
crown, without other trimming, unless a 
very narrow fold or band of velvet encircles 
the crown. 
French bonnets remain very small, and 
their trimming is broadened and lowered, 
as w ill be readily seen when comparirg 
them w ith the high, slender trimmings of 
last winter's bonnets. Felt and cloth bon­ 
nets for ge-'era! wear may be plain or with 
full soft crowns, or else tiiev are pinked on 
the edges, or there arc rows of scalloped 
{linking terming the entire bonnet. Em­ 
broidery, which is a great feature of milli­ 
nery at present, is applied both to felt and 
cloth, sometimes in narrow scalloped rows 
which alternate with velvet folds or rib­ 
bons on the whole bonnet, or else merely 1 
the crown is embroidered, with a plain 
velvet brim, or, on the contrary, the em­ 
broidery forms a band for the front of tile 
otherwise plain velvet bonnet. 
STYLES FOR MEN. 
Nearly every feature of men’s clothing 
is continued this fall upon the same lines 
as characterized the styles last season, says 
the New York Sun, but to be correct one 
must observe sharply tbe outgoing fashion, 
and then dress more so. The tendency to 
bright colors and striking effects in the 
material md arrangement of goods is more 
marked than ever. Stripes will predom­ 
inate, and trousers will be larger. 
It is sometimes said that a man may 
cover iiis body from bis chin down with 
what he jileases, but on no account must 
he wear a shocking hat. In that c:isc the 
hat ought to be considered first in a dis­ 
cussion of the fashions. But the evidence 
of a change of season is found least marked 
in the extreme of a man’s apparels—hats 
and shoes. At all events, it would be 
quite possible this fall to bunt up last 
season’s 
hat, 
give 
it 
a 
careful 
brushing, get it newly ironed, perhaps, 
and then appear in the street and claim 
to be correctly dressed. But still there 
are changes iu l«itli the Derby and the 
stovepipe. The rim remains moderately 
broad, but the roll is more pronounced, and 
it turns up with a suspicion of a curve in 
front, giviug thereby a more graceful effect 
than was attained in the late hat. The 
silk hat is nearly straight from brim to 
crown, and the top remains perfectly fiat. 
There is much to be said about coats. 
The unreasonable swallow-tail remains the 
only correct coat for a gentleman of an 
evening and for Iiis servant. The choice 
in styles continues through all the moie 
prominent garments, and is distinctly 
noticeable in the full-dress coat. The two 
coats that are qualified as correct by the 
best tailors are distinguished by the shawl 
roll and the peaked lapel. Both are ex­ 
pensive enough to -uit the swellest swell 
or the most devoted follower. Young fel­ 
lows will take to the shawl roll as the mine 
striking and brilliant form, while the solid 
contingent of middle-aged and old men 
will he content with the peaked lapel. 
The brilliant effect of the shawl roll is 
made the more prominent by extending the 
silk clear to the edge. In the peaked lapel 
the silk just shows its head and stops 
at the seam. 
The skirts of l«ith 
styles are rounded at the bottom and 
very narrow. The sleeves are wider than 
before, and are finished in imitation cuffs. 
As to material, one may choose from light 
worsteds for both styles, but the elder 
dressers wili continue to select light­ 
weight west-of-England broadcloth. 
The only correct eoat for full dres" in 
the daytime, except for clergymen and 
soldiers, is the double-breasted frock of 
black worsted. An old man is permitted 
to wear a single-breasted frock ii' he pre­ 
fers to, hut he must consider that in so 
arraying himself he takes advantage of 
what is a special leniency of the law. The 
douhle-lraeasted frock is a garment that 
closes with four buttons anil rolls free 
when »pen. Like the evening coat, the 
sleeves arc cut wide and finished in imita­ 
tion culfe, which may be ornamented with 
buttons, either one or two, if the wearer 
chooses, 
GENERAL FASHION NOTES. 
Whole dresses of black or colored Lyons 
velvets will he much worn this winter, and 
the handsome new plushes will also be 
used in the same way. 
Very low-crowned bonnets have ap­ 
peared at last, but it is not safe to assert 
that it will take fully two seasons and per­ 
haps more to make them general. 
Waistcoats for ordinary wear are cut 
lower and lower, and four-in-hand scarfs 
are consequently assuming portentous 
lengths. 
Braided bonnets are very stylish, made 
of the same cloth as the costume, and in 
brides’ traveling costumes nothing can be 
prettier. 
Gloves and slippers of exactly the same 
shade of undressed kid are proper acces­ 
sories of evening toilets. 
Braided jackets in Battenberg cloth are 
worn with overskirts of the same material, 
over velvet or plush. 
New shades of terra cotta combine well 
with old pink, serpent green, and the new 
blues. 
Dull gold and oxidized silver braids are 
used in decorating the newest of tailor 
gowns. 
Enameled pansies and daisies, with dia­ 
mond centers, are the favorite lacc-pius. 
Borne of the net gowns in quiet neutral 
tints are very pretty for young girls. 
Shirring is still seen as a finish for soft 
woolens as well as for surahs. 
Profuse decoration of the crown is a fea­ 
ture of fashionable fall bonnets. 
Cape ulsters wili lie much worn by men 
during the coming winter. 
Royal purple will be the fashionable 
color for the coming season. 
The rage for the antique in jewelry is 
every day more marked. 
Immense buttons arc features in the gar­ 
niture of fall costumes.

The 
sign "I osmetivs " Ls also lieginning to vie 
in chaste modesty with the little brass 
plates oí those ultra-fashionable modistes 
who avoid the patronage of the rabble bv 
taking quarters in plain houses in quiet 
streets. 
A t least one woman has found it 
to her advantage to turn her former posi­ 
tion in society to account in furthering the 
business of dispensing complexion elixir 
to her feminine friends, instead of taking 
in sewing and starving respectably after 
the regulation fashion of ladies in reduced 
aircumalanoeK. 
In spite of tiiis increase in the use of 
•osmetic.-, and perhaps it is one cause of 
the increase, painted cheeks are not the 
disagreeable and conspicuous features of

A ll the cosmetic dealers have another 
preparation, which is not used by women 
so openly as paint and powder, but which 
undoubtedly is used, or it wouldn’t be 
made.

Go den water, f >r m atin g the hair a magnifi­ 
cent bionde .shade. 
To m ake any hair a lovely gray. 
It is said at drug stores that arsenic is 
still us»si by many women for the com­ 
plexion, ami belladonna for the eyes, but 
the use of these and similar dangerous 
beautifiers is confined chiefly to one class, 
and indulgence in them has been lessened 
by the recent developments in the science 
of legitimate cosmetics.— Cincinnati Com- 
mcrcial Gazette.

stones they are rounded by the action of 
the water. 
There must be many thou­ 
sands of tons of large gravel on the Yuba 
bottoms that lias neon » :irrie»l down from 
tlie mountain channels by the torrents of 
winter. 
I Iu' ileposition of large beds of coarse 
gravel miles below the point where the 
Yuba debouches from the foothills into tiie 
valley, and more apparently level surfaces 
of sand with no channel in sight, is evi­ 
dence of the great transporting power of 
the water. 
It is probable that this heavy 
material is partially rolled and partially 
borne along by the shifting currents. 
It 
cannot be long, at the present rate of 
progress, before large quantities of this 
heavy material will reach the Feather 
river, if, indeed, the bed of that stream has 
not already become the receptacle for a 
good deal of such debris. 
From the fact th at so much of this 
coarse gravel Ls found upon the Y uba river 
bottoms, strewn upon debris of a finer 
character from the mines, anil far awav 
from any perceptible channel, it seems en­ 
tirely plain that no debris dams in the 
channels of the streams in the mountains 
could lie effective. 
No check to the de­ 
scent of the material in the mountain 
channels could prove of a permanent 
character. 
The mighty force of the tor­ 
rential streams is resistless. 
It wonld 
sweep sand ami gravel over the crest of 
dams as easily as the wind 
over the fences. 
From the consequences of the evil that 
has been done by hydraulic mining upon 
the Yuba it seems impossible for the State 
to escape. 
The material deposited in the 
mountain channels must steadily work its 
way downward to the Sacramento river 
and the bays. 
Marysville has passed 
through the worst of her trials from this 
source. It will soon be the turn of the ».np- 
ital city to suffer from the deposition in 
the great river of the valley of the heavy 
debris that tlie water cannot readily carry 
past her gaits», as it has borne the light 
sands aud pipe-elay tlmt have hitherto 
constituted the ehii'f burden of the waters. 
The grade of the Yulia is so great that the 
stream may he expected to soon clear and 
deepen its channel, provided that hy- 
ilraulii- mining be not resumed. 
But tlie 
«Sacramento river has a grade of only a few 
inches to the mile, and cannot easily move 
gravel along its channel to the bay. 
The 
apathy of the people of the State in refer­ 
ence to the debris evil is likely to result 
in formidable obstruction to navigation in 
her chief waterway. 
The Appeal sounds this note of warning 
in order that the necessity of radical 
measures to p u ta final stop to hydraulic 
mining may be perceived ami actinl upon. 
(Jongre-s should be urged to make a large 
appropriation for the prosecution of hy­ 
draulic miners who may continue to defy 
the law. 
And the offense should be made 
a misdemeanor. 
The peopleof Marysville 
and the surrounding country have too 
long been compelled to do the’fighting fur 
the preservation of the Sacramento river. 
It is high time for tlie communities whose 
ultim ate danger and injury from the evil 
is greater than that of Marysville's to call 
upon Congress with n»» uncertain voice for 
radical measures of relief. 
An Anti-Debris Convention has been 
suggested to meet at Sacramento. 
But 
just what it is [imposed to accomplish, that 
could not be better attained in another 
wav, is not clearly perceived. 
The needs 
of the valley coulil probably be more effect­ 
ively indicated through the Anti-Debris 
Association, which could formulate the 
precise nature of the legislation desired, 
and call for the co-operation of the various 
Boards of 
Supervisor- and 
Boards of 
rrade, with other official bodies through­ 
out the State, in prosmiting a memoria) to 
our Senators ami Representatives in Con­ 
gress.

Already some of the present sea­ 
s m’s crop is itt the market, and presents a 
handsome appearance. The loose native 
Muscatel is now pack»d by machinery, 
which lias enabled the packers to compete 
with the low priced manual labor of .“pain. 
Tne “ steam ¡siwer stem m er" stems and 
divides the fruit into three grades ;»t the 
rate of 100.000 pounds a day, with the as­ 
sistant:* of about twenty men. This rap: i- 
ity of operation wonld surprise the ¡Span­ 
ish packers with their primitive methods

raisins m b »;.>s of twenty p mmls weizht 
each. 
A w.dl-knowu hrltiitier s.ii.l this 
m orning: 
“ I iuusi acknowledge that thia season 
the California raisins aro superior to the 
imported '-panish fruit. The grape cron 
has been large anil fine, the raisins hotter 
cured, and 1 think will command nearly if 
n-'t quite as high a price as the foreign 
product. 
Were it not for the interstate 
commerce law, which has increase»! the 
cost of transportation 
from twenty 
to 
thirty-five cents a box. the native fruit 
could be sold cheaper. It seems strange to 
me [hat the Government should thus im­ 
pose a tax upon the native products ol the 
country. 
I am informed that over l,ot»0.- 
i.HX) boxes, or 20,C00.lXi0 pounds, of raisins 
are coming Eastwarii from California. 
O f 
this quantity, about one-tenth, or 2,000,000 
pounds, will reach New York. 
A part of 
this shipment has already arrived, and 
more will do so next week. So tine is the 
fruit that it is bought up to a great extent 
before it reaches here. The remainder of 
the Eastern shipment is dropped by the 
wav at the principal cities.

ATTEMPTED POLITICAL PURIFICATION 
IN MARYLAND. 
There is a Democratic revolt in Mary­ 
land against Democratic management and 
the Administration. The indictment of 
the Democratic party by the independent 
Democrats of Maryland is one of the most 
scathing and astounding protests and hills 
of impeachment ever brought against a 
political organization. It is altogether 
too lengthy for reproduction here. In the 
entire range of political history there is 
nothing that at ail compares with it in 
bitterness and directness. For instance, it 
says of the outages in Baltimore: 
Of 23 State and Federal employes in one ward 
we have found 19 w hose names appear on the 
criminal records of the city. * * * seven 
men have been appointed to office under the 
city. State and national governments within a 
lew months past who have taken human life, 
and those apjointments have not beeu made by 
oversight, but in spite of all protest. 
It proceeds to charge that the Federal 
offices have been given over to the spoils 
men, and the State and city offices to bal­ 
lot-box stuffers, thugs and murderers. Re 
ferring to the Democratic machine— 
which is one phase of bossism, and which, 
thanks to an improving public sentiment, 
Is daily becoming more odious—the in 
dictment charges: 
This organization has handed together the 
criminal classes of the city for election and 
other purposes. Certain local leaders in each 
ward—men of the woret character, frequently 
men with long criminal records—are given the 
distribution of certain portions of the city’s 
patronage, to he used in keeping together bands 
of roughs and ballot thieves. These ward lead 
crs. in return for the patronage which is given 
them, supply the men lor carrying elections by 
fraud, und in some of the lower w mis keep tie 
gether the thugs and cut-throats employed to 
overawe those who oppose the plans of the man 
agers. In many eases inoffensive men are as 
Faulted by their agotes, and in more than one 
instaure they have not >topi>ed at deliberate 
murder. 
Again, in describing the acts of the 
“ machine,” the address declares: 
It lias appointed to public office thieves, burg- 
iars, express robbers and men stained with 
every crime. It has burned the ballots when in 
the custody of the Clerk of the Court, and the 
perpetra ors of the act have publicly lHiasted of 
i t : indeed, every one connected with that act 
has been rewarded from the public treasury. It 
ha- -i cured places iu the Government employ 
for the two most notorious election thieves in 
the city. It has garrisoned a ward with ruffians 
and kept them in the city’s pay. 
Concerning the frauds in election regis­ 
try the indictment u-cs this language: 
The investigations of the !.• ague have dis­ 
closed frauds in the registration amounting to 
thousands of names In s tine cases the names 
have been taken bodily from the directories of 
other cities. In one ease the names of a whole 
class id the Medical College have been found 
registeis d ill one w ard * nd solidly voted, though 
none ol them forreare bod b e ti living iu toe 
oily.

Maryland gave Mr. Cleveland a plurality

riie Democratic ling in 
Maryland lias all this power for evil bv 
grai** of the Democratic President of the 
U nit-i States, who is at this time, with 
the anl oi’u pretty wife, kidding for a sec­ 
ond : rin. 
The corruptions exist bv 
virt’ e of the consent and silence of a De.m- 
oori’ti,- administration, which is posing as 
the apostle of reform. It remains to he 
seen whether Mr. Cleveland and his lieu­ 
tenants will ignore the urotest of the re­ 
volting Democrats of Maryland, or will 
give them his countenance and support. 
If he does the latter the bossi- will make 
war up hi him; if the former, the decency 
of the Democrats will unite with the Re­ 
publicans and give Maryland to Mr. Cleve­ 
land's opponent, whoever lie may be. If 
he does ignore the protest, and fails to* 
place himself squarely upon the side of 
decency in Maryland, it must lie accepted 
as a specific withdrawal of his claims as a 
reformer and his unconcealed coalition 
with the bosses. We venture the forecast 
that the parties referred to, holding 
Federal offices in Maryland, will not be re­ 
moved. 


case of the Governor would invalidate all 
the acts of the State Prison Commissioners, 
for the commission of which the name of 
Commissioner Boggs was necessary, and 
also all the acts of our apparently disqual­ 
ified Park Commissioners.

Now Section 
905 provides that “ the Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor must take the official 
oath in the presence of both houses of the 
Legislature, in convention assembled, and 
an entry of the fact must be made upon 
the journals of each house.” It is our 
strong conviction that this provision re­ 
garding the swearing of the Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor and making record 
of the fact, takes the place, and was so in­ 
tended by the law-makers, of the general 
requirement of Section 909 requiring sub­ 
scription of the oath and filing of the 
paper with the Secretary of State. 
It is 
admitted that Governor Stonenian com­ 
plied with the requirements of Section 
905, did appear before the Houses, and was 
sworn in. So then whether viewed from 
the position taken by the Bulletin or from 
the standjioint of Section 905 and to the 
exclusion of Section 909, so far as the 
Governor’s qualification is concerned the 
question is effectually disposed of. 


SACRAMENTO AND THE STATE BOARD 
OF TRADE. 


QUALIFYING FOR OFFICE. 
The San Francisco Bulletin has declared 
what is unquestionably the settled rule of 
the law. and is besides sound reason,in the 
matter of the officials of the Slate who 
have tailed to qualify as the law pre­ 
scribes. It is too forcible to 1H* even I111 Os - 
tioned, when it is said of the officers who 
hare failed to qualify that their acts, 
while exercising a constitutional or statu­ 
tory function unchallenged, will not be 
disturbed, and that the policy of govern­ 
ment will not permit their acts to lie un­ 
done. The Bulletin soundly hohls that If 
the alleged failure of Governor Stonenian 
to qualify according to Section 909 of the 
Political Code sustains the idea that he 
never was Governor of California, and 
that therefore] the commissions he ¡-sued 
were of no effect, and invested their hold­ 
ers with no authority whatever, then 
"the line of illegal action or usurpation 
cannot stop there. ’ 
; * It must 
take in all the acts of tin* alleged unqual­ 
ified Governor. * 
* What about all 
the Acts of the two regula; sessions which 
became laws by the signaler» -if the alleged 
incompetent Governor? TT.S proclama­ 
tion calling the election iw virtue of 
which Governor Waterman l.imself was 
chosen, was issued by a man who, accord­ 
ing to the theory set up, was not Governor 
of California at all. It will thus be seen 
that we must somewhere arrive at the 
principle of a de facto Governor, assuming 
that the averment of a failure to oualifv 
according to law is correct. That princi­ 
ple is broad enough to cover the whole 
case. * * * Upon the whole, there­ 
fore, the community may rest easy. The 
four years covered by the administration of 
Governor Stonenian are not, in the official 
sense, to become a blank. * 
* 
* 
Fnrthertuprp, the argument set up iu the 


the laws against indecent publication have 
fallen. There can lie, we repeat, well and 
profitably applied, restraints conservative 
of law, order and morality, without in­ 
fringement of liberty or the establishment 
of censorship of the press. 


The California State Board of Trade has 
appealed to the counties to contribute to 
tin* Board’s exhibit of California products, 
which it has opened at No. 12 Second 
street, San Francisco. Fine exhibits have 
been put in place by Alameda, Contra 
Costa, Solano, Merced, Yuba, Sutter, 
Placer, Nevada, Sonoma, Santa Clara 
Santa Cruz, San Joaquin, San Benito. 
Othe-r counties promise exhibits. Eastern 
tourists in large numbers visit these 
rooms daily, and many of them deter­ 
mine to make California their future 
home. Sacramento, it will he observed, is 
not in the list as yet. Another week 
should not elapse with her name omitted 
from the catalogue of exhibitors. But what 
is the business of every one is the business 
of no one. If the collection of exhibits is 
not made the specific duty of some persons 
or committees it will not be intelligently 
made, and possibly not at all. If the rep­ 
resentatives of Sacramento in the State 
Board will designate committees to act in 
each township; men known for their 
energy and public spirit, and direct the 
forwarding of the exhibits collected, to 
the delegates in this eit *. no doubt 
ample products will be supplied by the 
producers of the county to be forwarded to 
San Francisco. Only one olistaele, that of 
cost ot' transportation to this city, stands 
in the way ; but doubtless the Sacramento 
delegates can plan ways and means to meet 
and overcome it. The beginning of a Sac­ 
ramento exhibit once made in the State 
Board of Trade rooms, it will not be tiiffi- 
eult to keep it fresh and up to standard, 
for local pride and self-interest will insure 
it. W e ought to have on view at these 
rooms samples of our grains and hops, and 
of our fruits, green, dried, canned and pre­ 
served ; samples of our soils, clays, pottery, 
tiles, etc.; samples of our woods, grasses, 
mil flora; of our citrus fruits and vine 
products; of our vegetables, flour, and 
general mill products, and of most of our 
articles of manufacture. These must be 
smali samples, that the exhibit may be 
easily handled and not occupy undue 
space, and lie readily replenished and 
changed. 
A little vigorous effort is 
needed and considerable public spirit to 
accomplish the desired end. Sacramento 
must not be any longer unrepresented in 
the State Board exhibition. Her vacant 
place there now is a matter of humilia­ 
tion. 
CENSORSHIP AND RESTRAINT OF THE 
PRESS. 
The San Francisco Call devotes un­ 
necessary space and menial exertion in 
response to the supposed demand of an 
Oakland clergyman who, it is alleged, 
clamors for a censorship of the press. It 
is only needed that all such persons should 
be referred to the speeches of Lord Ers- 
kine, the commentaries of Joseph Story, or 
to any of the long line of illustrous 
thinkers who have made clear the reasons 
why free government and censorship of 
the press are incompatible and cannot ex­ 
ist under the same social system. Very 
true, the press has bad membership in its 
ranks; very true, that some uf its repre­ 
sentatives cater .to vicious tastes and con­ 
tribute to moral, social and political degra­ 
dation ; but these facts do not constitute 
sufficient cause for even the suggestion of 
the abandonment of a vita! prl: iple of 
free government. 
That restraints upon the press, -hurt of 
censorship, which is previous restraint, 
may be profitably and safely applied, is the 
belief of the best thought of the age. 
“ The liberty of the pres.;,” said Chief 
Justice Parker, “ not its licentiousness.” 
is wh*f the Constitution conserves as “es­ 
sential to the security of freedom in a 
State.” 
Enlarge the responsibilities rtf 
the press uud increase the (icnalties for 
abuse of privilege, society may and we 
believe should do; hut the establish 
ment of aoy previous restraint in the 
nature iff censorship is intolerable in 
thought in a republic. Rev. Mr. Horton 
wastes his breath in proposing, if he is to 
lie understood as advocating previous crit­ 
icism of the press; but we think the Gill 
mistakes liis argument. Society, mav, 
however, he profited much by calm con­ 
sideration of the need for stronger guards 
against the corrupting influence of the |

WHY WE HAVE NO 
QUARANTINE 
STATION. 
The San Francisco Alta says the port of 
San Francisco lias no quarantine station, 
and adds that Congressional eo-operation 
should he asked for the establishment of 
one. Very true. But what can Califor­ 
nia say to Congress ? That body offered 
to co-operate with the State four years ago 
in the matter. It sent a Medical Com­ 
mission here to select a site. Our State 
Board of Health joined with it, and loca­ 
tions were recommended to the Legisla­ 
ture, backed by the earnest appeals of the 
State Board, the recommendation of the 
Governor in a message to the Houses, and 
an argument in print from the Board 
showing the great and pressing need for a 
proper station, that ships might lie cleared 
of the sick, the well and ill separated, 
and pestilence checked. 
What hap­ 
pened ? Some legislative corresjiondents 
of San Francisco journals, confessedly 
ignorant of the subject, raised an objection 
to the scheme, oil the ground that it was 
a plan to defeat the Chinese Restriction 
Act, and compass the illegal “ landing” of 
Chinese. 
Though the R i:coki>-Un:on 
repeatedly resulted the question and drew 
attention to the unmistakable words of 
the hill; though the State Board ex­ 
plained the whole matter anew, and 
[minted out the error into which the 
correspondents had fallen, their journals 
declined to correct them, the legislators 
were threatened with the antagonism of 
the anti-Chinese sentiment, then rampant, 
and the bill went hv the hoard. The Sur­ 
geon-General of the United States re­ 
ported to Congress that California refused 
to unite with the Federal Government in 
establishing a station, pointed out the folly 
of the refusal and indulged in some bit­ 
terness of expression concerning the short­ 
sighted policy. We remember the anger 
and disgust of the State Board over the 
result, and that the physicians composing 
it were greatly discouraged, and we know 
that since then no vigorous efiort has been 
made to secure the proper grounds. Why 
should there he, in the face of such stupid­ 
ity? So then California’s chief port ¡.as 
no quarantine station because some adille- 
pated San Francisco newspaper correspond­ 
ents frightened a timid Legislature and 
their journals backed them. Suppose now 
a cholera ship arrives in tin* harbor of San 
Francisco, what will he done? 
More 
money will he expended in fitting up 
grounds hastily and constructing rude 
ajxilogies for hospitals than the proper 
grounds would have cost four years ago, 
and the chances of preventing the spread 
of the plague will he greatly diminished. 
The Alta is right in suggesting an appeal 
to Congress, hut what a humiliation it 
will Lc to the State, if Congress replies 
as the facts justify. 


GEORGE RETREATS. 
David Reeves Smith challenged Henry 
George to a discussion of his land doc­ 
trines. But Mr. George declined upon the 
absurd plea that it was beneath the dig­ 
nity of “ the representative of a great 
party to waste his time in debate with 
every crank.” But let us see if the propo­ 
sitions Mr. Smith proposed to debate with 
Mr. George are such as emanate from 
cranks: 
1. Your prorosal to appreciate the “ full rental 
value of land ” is. when reduced to such Eng­ 
lish as ail cun understand, a proposal to corfls- 
cate land without compensation to the present 
landholders, and is simply a prop ’i it inn to steal 
one-half of tile wealth of the country. 
2. Your proposed public control of ownership 
and management of r ilroads, and of tin* hust- 
ness of supplying water, light and heat to con­ 
sumers would so incr ase pnh:ie patronage as to 
insuie the downfall of this Government. 
Your proposed Aiis raiian system ot voting, 
while perhaps somewhat better than the exist­

Believing that a vers large majority of Ilie 
people of the state of New York entertain 
exactly tin* same views as mvself in relation to 
these mutters, I remain, very truly yours. 
It strikes us that such a formulation is 
worthy the steel of Henry George, or any 
of his disciples. The truth is, Mr. George 
clearly evaded debate with Mr. Smith be­ 
cause he feared to go upon the rostrum and 
attempt to maintain the negative of 
Smith’s allegations.

vigilantes of California thirty-one years 
ago. The forces then potent, made a deep 
impress upon civilization, and their influ­ 
ence is still strongly felt, and probably will 
not wholly disappear for another genera­ 
tion. Mr. Bancroft's facts we are not in a 
position to either deny or sustain—we must 
assume tiiat the historian, with that prefa­ 
tory careful research which has character­ 
ized all his previous labors upon this in­ 
valuable series, has exhausted the field of 
inquiry and fortified himself with the 
proofs essential to the formation of that 
impartial judgment which must character­ 
ize the conclusions of the true historian. 
There is a vigor and positiveness about the 
text in this volume more marked than in 
preceding ones. The historian is writing of 
times and activities of his own period, 
and fathoming the purposes and motives 
of men of his day, and with the leaders ol 
whom he has been brought into contact 
during long years and of whose characters 
he has enjoyed personal opportunity of 
studying. 
The historian, in his summing up, con­ 
cludes that the times justified the organiza­ 
tion of the Vigilance Committee of 1856. 
The communities of the State were either 
without a legally constituted government, 
or else such as they had was weak and ad­ 
ministered by officers so wicked as in a 
measure to render it inoperative. In such 
cases outraged justice will sooner or later 
rise and put down villainy—according to 
law, if possible; if not, then by means con­ 
trary to law. He is far from approving all 
the acts of Vigilantes in California, for in 
many cases the mob spirit ran to rank in jus­ 
tice, and was the means to infamous taking 
of human life and outrageous interference 
with human rights. As he puts it, “These 
popular punishments were sometimes no 
iess horrible, no less criminal, than the 
crimes themselves.” While the reformation 
effected b y the San Francisco Vigilance Com­ 
mittee of 1851 was, he holds, hut super­ 
ficial and temporary, that of 1856 was radi­ 
cal and permanent. The latter tribunal 
was composed of men of wealth, intelli­ 
gence and industry, brought together by 
reason neither of mental nor physical 
ability, nor of social or political standing, 
nor of wealth or culture, nor of literary 
tastes or religious beliefs, but by the sole 
consideration of integrity and zeal in the 
interests of orderly society. It was an 
effort to effect moral regeneration, before 
which all small sympathies and antipathies 
were laid aside. Though there were those 
in the committee who did not belong there, 
he comes to the final conclusion that on 
the whole it was a wonderlully lirnt and 
pure company for one of such large and 
promiscuous membership. “ The Execu­ 
tive Committee was an intelligent, manly 
body, composed, with few exceptions, of 
good men, but not all remarkable men; 
many of them very superior men. There 
were present the usual varieties of quali­ 
ties, positive and negative in opinion and 
action, but they were mostly men of 
thought, and of independent thought. 
There was no lack of probity, patriotism 
and practical sagacity among them."’ 
We introduce here several extracts to in­ 
dicate the tone of the historian’s defense 
of the committee: 
In no other community in the world could 
have happened a succession of sueli convulsions 
ending so triumphantly lor peace and good 
morals: ill no other country in the world could 
there have arisen a s, ries of such startling 
anomalies in whose subsidence might tie found 
only the purest and best effects, such originality 
oi conception united with boldness of action, 
and tempered with coolness, temperance and 
principle. Their*'was ibe courage to take up 
auibority, and the courage to lay it down. A 
community of Englishmen never would have 
moved; a community of Frenchmen never 
would have ceased moving short of the gulf of 
destruction. These vigilant* were law-respi et 
ing men. in defiance of law combined to exe 
cute the laws. Good enougii laws had boon 
subverted by law less men, with a whirl of pas­ 
sion and excitement that threatened anarchy 
and intímate ruin. And these self-actuig prose­ 
cutions and executions of the popular tribunal 
exhibited in Paining colors the workings of a 
civilized society without institutions and with­ 
out precedents.

For some few uonturics yet the iron-t»oimd 
ioginalism of ancient socn ties will continue to 
condemn the action and principles of popular 
tribunals. Many immbersof sue.h societies will 
fail to see in unlawful demonstrations any good, 
any necessity. They will continue not only to 
stigmatize every government under which such 
things can be, but to reprobate the people bul- 
iering: them.

IJut the time will come when intelligent men 
everywhere will acknowledge the superiority of 
this principle. When laws intended to regulate 
iutempcrcuce, gambling, prostitution and i*>- 
lygauiy are all annulled, and the moral idea

be seen that that governmeut is most s able 
which is founded on rectitude and independ­ 
ence. which relies for ius support on the will of 
a virtue-loving people, and not on tradition or 
inexorable law.

I have raid before, and I repeat it, that for 
Mie.h a siatc of thing* as ronde s uetvssary pop­ 
ular tribunals the people have only themselves 
to thank. This, in Hie present "instance, a t 
good citizens who gave the subject candid 
t nought were ever ready to admit. ' Abstaining 
from tlic privileges and duties of ireemen 
keeping aloof from politics mid the. polls, per­ 
mitting the administrators of the government 
to fall a prey to tlie arts of base and designing 
men, were the elm I causes that led to politicul 
corruption and social disease. 
Therefore it behooves the people, if they 
would serve God, their country and themselves, 
if they would elevate the standard of personal 
and iKilitical morality aud save their chi.drcn 
much trouble, to be instant iu their duty as eit- 
izensof the commonwealth. No government 
can long be respectable while its most respect­ 
able members do little else than denounce pol­ 
itics as everything that is vile. It indeid the 
public service is so filthy that clean hands can­ 
not handle it, good men should set themselves 
at once about cleansing it, else they are not good 
men. 
With some of the conclnsions^reached by 
Mr. Bancroft we cannot agree, but the exi­ 
gencies of space prevent their debate here. 
The final chapter of the volume is devoted 
to a review of the labor agitation of 1877-78, 
more familiarly known as the Kearnev cru­ 
sade. The historian takes strong ground 
agaiust attempts to regulate by law the 
price of labor or food, as well as against all 
attempts by the people by irregular means 
to accomplish results in this direction, 
since such efforts always operate against 
the poor. He holds also to the rule that 
wages can be governed by no other law 
than that of supply and demand. O.lier 
political economic questions are discussed 
anil the conclusions generally accord with 
the most advanced thought of the age. The 
recital of the more prominent events of the 
agitation of 1877-8 appear to be accurate. 
We are not prepared to question it with­ 
out closer inspection and considerable labor 
in comparison. The agitation of nine 
months in those years was of a character 
to justify its inclusion in the political his­ 
tory of California. 
Whatever criticism these volumes on 
popular tribunals may continue to excite— 
and that they will form the subject of no 
little division of sentiment, is true—it re­ 
mains that they cover a field heretofore but 
little considered, aud not before in an ex­ 
haustive manner or in such detail. They 
constitute exceedingly valuable contribu­ 
tions to ¡átate history, and represent more 
laborious research than has before been 
undertaken in the same direction, and 
probably the last that will ever be made. 
Certainly by training, by the spirit which 
animates him, and by the special resources 
and means at his command, Mr. Bancroft 
is admirably adapted to be the histo­ 
rian of the Vigilance Committee, aud 
no one else eouid have so appro­ 
priately undertaken the work, so elabor­ 
ately carried it on, so exhaustively pre­ 
sented the facts, or so well have gathered 
the evidence that fortifies the iecord.

STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 
The New Organization Beginning to M ake 
Its Usefulness Felt. 
The rooms of the*State Board of Trade 
are becoming crowded with exhibits, and 
every day they are visited by numbers of 
people, mostly from the East, who take a 
groat interest in the county displays. To­ 
day Placer. Sacramento and San Joaquin 
counties sent contributions, which will 
occupy the entire northern side of the 
rooms. On Wednesday the exposition 
from Santa Cruz county arrived and has 
since then been unpacked and placed on 
exhibition. On the same day a delegation 
from St. Helena. Napa county, visited the 
rooms for the purpose of ascertaining how 
to establish a local Board of Trade, so that 
they may enjoy the benefits of the central 
organization, which they will join as s:xm 
as they can make the necessary arrange­ 
ments. 
The committee appointed pursuant to a 
recent resolution of the Board, to investi­ 
gate the Alligretti process of preserving 
irmt, has visited the works at (lakland"! 
and will report at the meeting of the Exec­ 
utive Committee on Monday next. The 
committee is composed of Messrs. Alsip of 
Sacramente, Robinson of Solano, Caiu- 
ron of Alameda, and Manager Brown. 
1 he excursion to Martinez is pronounced 
to have been a great success, as was also 
that to Santa Cruz on Wednesday last. On 
Monday an excursion to San Jose will take 
place. 
The resolution passed by the Executive 
Committee of the Board, inviting all 
Boards of Trade and kindred organizations 
throughout the State to send representa­ 
tives to the Executive Committee, is meet­ 
ing with a cordial response. 
General 
Manager Brown has extended an invitation 
to the Board ot Supervisors of this city 
and county as well as to those in the in­ 
terior. On Wednesday evening last com­ 
mittees from the San Francisco Board of 
Trade met in executive session at the 
rooms of the city organization. The ses­ 
sion lasted about two hours, the subject of 
discussion being the relationship existing 
between the two Boards. It was finally 
determined that they were in happy ac­ 
cord, and that the San Francisco Board 
would, at its next election, select a repre­ 
sentative to serve on the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the State Board. 
The upper floor of the store occupied by 
the State Board, has been fltted up as ail 
oflice ami also as a reading-room aud stor­ 
age place for pamphlets and similar litera­ 
ture, about twenty-five counties being repre­ 
sented by either circulars or new-papers. 
The request for county maps is meeting 
with a general response, and already they 
have been furnished by the counties of 
Butte, San Joaquin, Siskiyou, Tehama, 
Amador, Colusa and San Luis Obispo. In 
addition a map oí San Jose and of the lands 
ot the Southern Pacific Railroad in the 
State of Nevada face the walls. Yesterday 
a register was started, and hereafter all vis­ 
itors will be expected to allix their names 
and places of residence in it. 
Tasteful displays are made in the win 
dows, that in the noith window being ol 
minerals, while the other is filled with a 
display of fruit, grain and vegetables. On 
the sidewalk are specimens of tobacco nnd 
other plants in pots, but owing to some 
cause they do not appear to thrive ami the 
majority of them will soon he things of the 
past.—H. 1’. Bulletin. 
Balloons in H igh L atitudes.—The 
recent attempt made by some French 
aeronauts to reach a great high I above the 
earth has not lieen productive of any par­ 
ticular scientific resuits. The balloon in 
which the ascent was made reached an 
altitude of over 20,000 feet without the 
occupants of the ear experiencing anv ill 
effects, except a tendency to faintness on 
the part of one of them. When aliout 12 
years ago a similar attempt was made, and 
the bight of 25,000 feet was reached, ii was 
with fatal results to three out of the four 
aeronauts. The success of tin* present ex 
periment is explained by the allegation 
that the difficulties due tn the rarefaction 
of the atmosphere only begin at an alti­ 
tude of 23,0i i0 or 21,000 lint. This view 
seems supported by the fact that :n the 
Himalayas and the Audi's bights of about 
20,000 feet have been on several occasions 
reached without any inconvenience. In 
such eases, however, the ascent has always 
been gradual. The ill effects experienced 
in balloons are possibly due to the sudden­ 
ness of the change.— London Spectator.

A DIABOLICAL CRIME. 
EM) OF THE MIDDLE. 


FIENDISH ACT OF F. I. DENME, 
A NOTORIOUS OUTLAW. 


W orse T han C hild M urder—A L ittle 
G irl E n ticed F rom H om e V illain - 
on sly /A ssaulted an d D eserted. 


One of the most dastardly outrages that 
was ever perpetrated in a civilized com­ 
munity has just come to light in this city, 
and the perpetrator of the crime, a villain 
and a jail-bird, if captured, should receive 
a coat of tar and feathers, if no greater ven­ 
geance is meted out to him . Thursday 
evening the reportorial force of the U e u o r d- 
Umow were in possession of the facts, but 
for fear of defeating the ends of justice, 
nothing was put in print regarding the m at­ 
ter. 
The facts briefly stated are as follows : A 
man by the nam e of Shoup, who makes a 
living for himself and family by hunting 
game lor the Sacramento markets, lives on 
the east bank ol the Sacramento river, some 
eight miles above the city, near Fisher­ 
men’s Lake. The family is one of respect­ 
ability, and the eldest child, 
A IIRIUHT LITTLE GIRL, 
Aged 1-4. was the pride of the household. 
By laboring hard the falher and mother 
managed to clothe their little ones respect­ 
ably, and they were sent to the nearest 
country school. The father would bring 
his game home at night, and the same was 
shipped to the market every morning by 
the fish wagon that supplied Cooper's m ar­ 
ket from the lake. For quite a while Fred 
I. 
Dennie, 
a 
contemptible 
jail-bird, 
drove the tish wagon, and in this way be­ 
came acquainted with the Shoup family. 
The villain, noticing the little girl above 
reftrred to, used all the cunning devices iu 
his power to become on familiar terms with 
her, and being young, unsophisticated and 
entirely unsuspicious of the fiend she was 
dealing with, came to look upon Dennie in 
the light of a Iriend, and once in his power 
she was willing to do his bidding. The 
father and mother, noticing the attention 
paid to the little girl by 
THIS NOTORIOUS JAIL BIRD, 
Cautioned her regarding him, and he was 
told to discontinue his visits, as his pre­ 
sence was obnoxious to them. The child 
of course could not fathom the meaning of 
all this, and looked upon the act of her 
parents as unwarranted, and caused her to 
think none the less of Dennie. About this 
time Mr. Cooper discovered that Dennie 
was systematically robbing him, and dis­ 
pensed with his services. 
For some weeks 
Dennie did not see the girl, but on Monday 
la3t, knowing that Shoup was hunting in 
the neighborhood of Rio Vista, visited the 
latter's home.

ing m at the destroyer was near, the little 
simple girl crept softly from the room, with 
a bundle of her clothes upon her arm, and 
joined Dennie, who was near by, waiting 
for her. 
When the mother awoke in the 
morning, and found her child was gone, 
she was distracted with grief. Her clothing 
being also missed, us was the father's hunt­ 
ing boat, told the story all too plainly that 
the child had gone with Dennie, and her 
ru n was complete. 
An uncle of the 
girl came down from Oregon the next day, 
and started out on a still hunt for the man, 
or rather 
INHUMAN BRUTE, 
An-1 if he had found the miserable whelp 
tire latter would have paid for liis perfid­ 
ious crime with his life blood. 
All the 
haunts of Dennie were visited, but no­ 
where could he be found. The uncle came 
to the Iíe c o r d -U n io n office, and, with the 
ai l of the reporters upon this paper, suc­ 
ceeded in finding the girl Thursday night, 
b.it the m atter was kept from the public, 
hoping that by so doing tlie villain might 
not escape. 
Yesterday, at noon, a repre­ 
sentative of the R ecord U n io n visited the 
0'iief of Police and laid the matter before 
him and placed all the information at his 
disposal—a case most thoroughly worked 
tip, so niut.il so that the Chief expressed 
surprise and said he would take hold of the 
matter and fix it so that 


THE VILLAIN COULD NOT ESCAPE. 
“ Do I known Dennie,” said the Chi -f; 
“ well I should say I did." Turning to 
liis picture-gallery of rogues, lie pointed to 
Deiinie’s picture, saying: “ Here is is. He 
is a thief and abad man generally, but this 
is the must villainous crime that I have 
ever known him to be guilty of.” Getting 
into the buggy with the Chief, the reporter 
directed him to the house where the un­ 
fortunate girl was to be found. 
W hen as sed her name she replied Mary 
E. Shoup, and said she would be fifteen 
years of age on the 10th of next January. 
The reporter pulled a piece of paper out 
of his pocket and showing it to the weep­ 
ing child asked what she knew about it. 
She said : “ That is what Dennie gave 
me and said that 


MADE US MAN AND W IFE.” 
The reporter obtained the manuscript 
from her uncle yesterday morning. It is 
written upon a scrap of note paper, in a 
scrawling hand, and reads as follows :

The girl then told her sad experience as 
follows: Dennie came to her home, and, 
by honeyed words and gilded promises 
succeeded in inducing her to leave with 
him, which she. did after the familv had 
retired. When she joined him on the river 
bank another man put in his appearance, 
whom, she says, is named Ed. Flumer. 
Feeing the third purty, the girl became 
frightened, and would have returned to the 
house, had not Dennie forcibly held her. 
She was placed in the boat, Dennie untied 
it from the tree, and the trio came to Sac­ 
ramento, arriving at Jlbboom s'reet about 
10 o’clock at night. The child became 
frightened from the mom ent she left her 
home, and has 


AN INDISTINCT RECOLLECTION 
Of the subsequent happenings. 
On their 
arrival in the city the two men and 
the little 
girl 
came 
up 1 to Third, 
down the latter street as far as the 
R e c o rd V n i o n office, passed through the 
alley a short distance and entered the sa­ 
loon of the City Hotel by the back en­ 
trance. The girl was ushered into a back 
room, and Dennie securing a piece of paper 
drew up the above instrument, signed it, 
and, handing her the pen, told her she must 
append her signature, which she did, and it 
was then witnessed by two rough-looking 
individuals, whom Deunleassured her were 
his friends. 
He then told the girl that this 
was a legal marriage, that they now were 
man and wife, and all hi», promises would 
be filled.

then took her ou: to a restaurant and 
bought bet a breakfast; then -took her to 
Twelfth and C stm ts, within half a block 
of the residence of some friends of the 
Shoup family, told her to go there aud 
make a cab, say nothing about what had 
transpired and he would call for iter in the 
afternoon. Tnis was t ’uesday about noon, 
and the girv has not seen nor heard of 
Deunio since.; 
Mrs. Shoup, the heart broken mother, is 
in the city, an£ the lather of the unfortu­ 
nate little girl Las been sent for. 
Dennie is well-known to the police offi­ 
cers o f this city, and although he appar­ 
ently has got beyond their -reach, his photo­ 
graph no doubt will enable detectives to 
ferret him out, and he will have to answer 
for this mo§t heinous crime. 
On the fith of November, 1885. he waf 
convicted of stealing fifty-eight turkeys 
from a rancher named Gibson, and was 
sentenced to 30-J days in the chain gang. 
His victim, Mary Shoup, is a mere child, 
about half-grown, has not yet begun to de­ 
velop into womanhood, and i3 nearly dead 
from the efiects of the horrible otillage. 
If raptured, Deunie will be prosecuted 
for the --rime of rape, under Sections 2'il 
and 781 of the Penal Code. 
Up to a late hour last night no trace of 
the fiend bad been obtained by the officers.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


T h e C o n tr a c t fo r th e N ew B r id g e A c ro ss 
th e A m e r ic a n R iv e r A w a rd ed . 
The Board o f Supervisors met at 10 
a. m. yesterday, all the members present. 
District Attorney Bruner, to whom had 
been referred the question, “ Is the Ameri­ 
can river a navigable stream ?” appeared 
before the Board, and said that in his opin­ 
ion the navigability of any stream would 
have to be established by evidence. 
Captain J. C. Bodgers stated to the Board 
that a few years ago he ascended the A mer­ 
can in the steamer Daisy, owned by John 
T. Cardwell, to a point just this side of ihe 
town of Folsom. He said the river couid 
be, in his opinion, successfully navigated 
for five months each year. 
Judge Denson appeared for J. B. Haggin 
and others, and opposed 
the draw ” on 
the ground that it would be adding an un­ 
necessary expense that would have to be 
borne by ihe tax-payers. 
John Mackev testified that the river had 
tilled in fully ten feet since the Daisy made 
her memorable trip, and to-day a* duek- 
boat could not navigate any portion of it. 
Mr. Cardwell contended that the putting 
of a draw in the bridge would enable 
steamers and barges to bring gravel and 
cobbles to this city at a greatly reduced 
rate, aud said the contractors would put in 
a draw of 40 or 50 feet at either end of the 
bridge for the price named in the contract. 
Supervisor Bates offered the following, 
which was adopted : 
Rcm lval, T h a t in th e m a tte r o f reb u ild in g th e 
T w elfth street bridge over th e A m erican river, 
it is hereby o rd ered th a t said bridve be reb u ilt 
im m ediately at o r n e ar th e presen t location. 
The Committee on Contracts, to whom 
was referred the bids, specifications and 
plans for the construction of the new 
bridge, reported in favor of the California 
Bridge Company, their bid being the low­ 
est and the ¡flans ami specifications the 
best. Proposition No. 2, $34,697, was rec­ 
ommended for adoption. 
On motion of Ross the report was unan­ 
imously 
adopted. The proposed 
new 
bridge will consist of three spans, eacli 200 
feet in length, iron and steel combination 
trusses resting on iron cylinder and con­ 
crete piers, to he sunk to solid foundation. 
The trusses will be set three feet higher 
than the old bridge. The roadway will he 
twenty feet wide in the clear. Each span 
is designed to carry 440 tons. The hight o f 
the trusses will be forty feet from the floor. 
President Tebbets was instructed to enter 
into a contract with A. \V. Burrell, Presi­ 
dent of the California Bridge Company. 
His bond for the faithful performance of 
the work was fixed at $10,000. 
He was 
given four m onths’ time to fulfill his con­ 
tract. 
Supervisor McMullen offered the follow­ 
ing resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted:

1741, a

m issionary, C h ristian 
R a u ch , w ent to T sch oop ’s h u t and asked 
him if lie did not w ish to sa ve h is soul. 
“ W e all dn th a t,” rep lied th e ch ief. 
R auch exp la in e d th e C h ristia n re lig io n 
to h im , and p rayed and pleaded w ith him 
even w ith tears, but a p p a ren tly w ith o u t 
effect. 
H e rem ained for m onths near the 
In d ia n . 
T sehoop was a fierce, g ig a n tic savage, 
th e terro r o f t lie w h ites, and R a u ch , a m ild , 
little , in sign ifican t man. 
T h e c h ie f at last professed C h ristia n ity , 
and was bap tized u n d er th e nam e of Jo h n . 
In a le tte r w h ich lie sen t to tlie D e la ­ 
w ares, he s a y s : “ I h av e been a h eath en .

T h e h u n ter g a ve one look, then turned and 
fled as th ough pursued by th e e v il one. 
T h ese Ind ian s, as a class, are th e bravest 
o f hunters, and w ith 110 o th er w eapon th an 
th e spear w ill a ttack and slay th e St. E lia s 
g rizzly . 
Rut th e im m ense projiortion o f 
th is new k in d o f g a m e both startled and 
tilled th e h un ter, brave as In* was, w ith 
great fear, and he im agin ed h is o n ly safety 
lay in sw ift and im m ed iate flig h t.

(th e post trader’s) store, w ith great sh in in g, 
y ello w ish tusks and a m outh la rge enough 
to sw allow him a t a s in g le g u lp . J le s a id the 
a n im al was un dou btedly th e sam e as w ere 
th e h uge bones scattered o v er th at section. 
I f such an a n im al is now in existen ce, 
and M r.

[S. F . B ulletin, O ctober 21st.l 
Larger and better and prettier than be­ 
fore, the new Hotel del M onte at M onterey 
has been rising from the ashes of the old 
buiiding, a n d a few m onths will see its com ­ 
pletion. W hen the hotel was burned it was 
regarded alm ost as an international calam ­ 
ity, and expressions of regret cam e from 
far away. 
All its friends everyw here will 
now be pleased to learn of its resurrection 
and the probability of its opening for pa­ 
trons before very long. 
It was hoped to 
have a honse-w arm ing and reception in the 
new building on T hanksgiving Day, and a 
grand jollification was arranged for, b ut u n ­ 
foreseen delays, th e chiet of w hich is the 
scarcity of m echanics, will prevent the ful­ 
fillm ent of the plan. 
M anager George 
Schoenewald feels disappointed at the de­ 
lays. 
H e has been on th e ground daily d i­ 
recting and pushing the work. 
F our h u n ­ 
dred m echanics are busy every day of the 
week, but in spite of the telling efforts of 
s u c h a force it will, in Mr. Schoenew ald's 
judgm ent, be near New Y ear's day before 
even the m ain building will be in condition 
for the opening reception as planned. 
T he 
size of the building is such th at the work of 
the arm y of m echanics m akes little appar­ 
ent change from day to day. A representa­ 
tive of this journal recently went over this 
new structure and about the grounds, no t­ 
ing m any points ot interest relative to the 
progress and results o f the work. 


ttEPRODUO TIO R OP T H E O I.O . 
A t Senator Stanford'* suggestion new Del 
Monte will, in appearance, he ju st like the 
old. 
The exterior of the old m ain building 
was copied, but changes for the better have 
been m ade in interior arrangem ent and in 
other ways. 
A rthur Brown, of the South­ 
ern Pacific, is the architect. 
T he m ain 
structure, three stories in hight, faces east, 
as did the old building. 
It is about three 
hundred feet long, and from its end3 ex­ 
tend back two annex buildings larger than 
the m ain building. 
In the center, opposite 
the m ain entrance, running back into the 
court, are the dining-room and kitchen 
buildings, so th at ir. rough outline the 
ground plan of the great hotel is m uch like 
a gothic E. 
In the m ain building are par­ 
lors, olhces and bedrooms. 
A wide corri­ 
d o r extends the length of th e building. 
Everything inside is w hite—pure w hite— 
and this will be so throughout. T he walls 
are w hile as extra coats of white finish can 
m ake them , and all the woodwork has four 
coats of lead, devoid o f luster. 
T he effect 
ia au im pression o f both coolness and 
neatness. 
A squad of while-robed Chinese 
will have nothing else to do, w hen the hotel 
is running, but t o ‘keep in pristine purity 
th e woodwork and window panes. 
The 
hotel, in annexes and all, will have, accord­ 
ing to the plans, 510 rooms, of these 402 will 
be bedrooms, and parlors, reception and 
dining-room will comprise the rest. Every 
tw o bedrooms will have a bath-room be­ 
tween them . 
In the annex 
buildings, 
w hich will contain m any m ore bedrooms 
than the m ain building, all the room s will 
have connecting doors, so th at the full 
length m ay be passed w ithout going once 
into the hallw ay. 


PORCHES AND ELEVATORS. 
T here is to be the sam e liberal expanse 
of porches as in the old building. 
These 
com fortable prom enading retreats and cozy 
nooks for tender looks could not well be 
dispensed with. 
They are an established 
feature in all well rcgulatedsum m er hotels. 
To the piazza and the kitchen all other feat­ 
ures of the modern sum m er resorts are sub­ 
ordinate. 
There will be only one elevator for the 
entire hotel, but quite an original m ethod 
of ascent has been devised. 
It was pos­ 
sible only by reason of the peculiar locatian 
of the hotel on a slope. 
By reason of the 
slope the second stories of the annexed 
buildings at both ends of the m ain build­ 
ing will not be a great bight above the first 
-tory of the m ain building. 
A dvantage is 
taken of this in tlie long curving corridors 
about 150 feet long th at extend outw ard 
from the m ain building at either end and 
connect with the annexes. 
These corridors 
are m ade double w ith two inclined floors, 
one a slight ascent, so th at a person m ay 
w alk w ithout perceptible ofTort from the 
lirst story of the m ain building to the 
second of the an n ex ; the other a slight 
descent, that a person m ay easily walk to 
the first story of the annexes from the first 
story of the m ain building. 
In the upper 
halls the sam e schem e is carried out so 
that the ascent or descent from story to 
story of the m ain building to the annexes 
is accomplished w ithout the aid of stairs, 
although those breath-exhausting in stitu ­ 
tions are retained for necessary uses. 


PRECAUTIONS AG AINST F IR E . 
These connecting corridors are presum ­ 
ably fire-proof. They are built of brick and 
iron and the floors and walls are filled in 
w ith plaster. 
The idea is to save any pos­ 
sible repetition of the fire spreading as it 
did in the recent disaster, from th e m ain 
building to the annexes. 
These corridor 
roofs will be of iron, that fire from sparks 
on shingles may never be feared. 
Other 
precautions against fire are also apparent 
in the hotel arrangem ent. T here are rwo 
currents of electricity to every room . One 
from the m ain oflioe to the room, the other 
returning from room to office. 
T he form er 
rings a b e ll in the room. 
It is fur use to 
call early risers, hut also for use as a fire- 
alarm . 
A single turn of a lever in the 
m am office will set each bell in every room 
in the whole hotel ringing with alarm ing 
vigor w ithout cessation. 
This, it will be 
understood, will be tLe fire alarm , and, by 
this means, every room m ay be em ptied of 
occupants in less than five m inutes. 
The old hotel was thought to have am ple 
water supply for all exigencies, but the 
new building will have a greater one. 
A long the road front M onterey a long ditch 
is at present noticeable, follow ing the road 
nearly all the distance lo El Carmelo, at 
Pacific Grove. T his ditch is for a new 
w ater m ain front th e large reservoir over in 
the bills south of M onterey, and about four 
m iles from Del Monte. T he m ain will be 
twelve inches in diam eter—a third larger 
■titan tbe old oue, w hich is still retained Tor 
general supply purposes. The reservoir 
h as a capacity o f 15,000,600 gallons, and 
the way the pipe is arranged the force will 
be such that the highest point in the great 
building can easily he flooded by a stream . 
T he large m ain, which will he for fire anti 
irrigation purposes exclusivelv, will run 
entirely around the hotel, and there will be 
it re-plugs at regular distances. 
T he main 
w ill have no connection w hatever with the 
hotel supply. 
The large pipe will alwnvs 
be filled, and there will be no way to sh u t 
id the w ater except at the reservoir. 


KITCHEN AND PINING-ROOM. 
T he two annex wings will be 360 feet 
long and about 50 feet wide. They will be 
tike the m ain building in generai finings. 
They will have five stories, the tw o to|>- 
m ost stories being lighted by a double row 
of dorm er windows in th e roof. Altogether, 
ct is estim ated th at th e new hotel will ac­ 
com m odate about three tim es as m any 
guests as the old. 
M anager Schoenewald 
says he will be able to accom m odate 800 
guests a; a pinch, but between <>00 and TOO 
easily. 
The dm ine-room will be over twice the 
size of I he old one. 
It being just back of 
the m ain entrance of the hotel, a person 
m ay get a glimpse of it as be passes up the 
m am stair- way by glancing through a half­ 
glass partition. 
It is sixty feet wide and 
li.-’ .eet long. It is spacious, light and airv. 
Back of it is the kitchen and its adjuncts 
T h e kitchen is to be a feature of the estab­ 
lishm ent. 
M * - Schoenewald is paving per­ 
sonal attention to this department". H e has 
already bought every culinarv appliance 
he has ever heard of which be thinks worth 
getting, and future purchases in that line 
are onlv lim ited by the resources of the 
Pacific Im provem ent Com pany's treasury. 
A big chim ney, sevenly-tw o teet high, wil! 
draw up through tw elve flues the sm oke 
from six fires in th e long range. There 
w ill be several ovens with all modern im ­ 
provem ents. 
There will be a half-steam 
bake-oven and a roasting-oven that is so 
planned th at whenever a certain lever is 
pulled a draught of air goes through, clear­ 
ing the oven of all odors, so that, for ex­ 
am ple, beef m ay follow fish, or fish beef, 
w ithout one having a suggestive smell of 
th e other. 
Coal will come in by the range 
from big chutes outside, and traps in the 
tiled floor will provide for the disposition of 
a il garbage and waste, th e traits leading 
in to covered wagons below. 
Off on one 
sitie o f th e kitchen will be a cold storage 
elo9et, where, by skillful chem ical com bi­ 
nations, it is hoped to have straw berries at 
C hristm as, and be able, if deeired, to keep a 
tu rk ey dinner from one Thanksgiving day 
to another. A $oim ag find all in the same 


Í brick kitchen building w ill be a retail store- 
j room, where kitchen supplies are dealt out 
! to cooks and waiters over a counter in 
“store fashion.” 
T his is to save waste. 
Altogether, kitchen and fittings will cost 
over $10,000. 


S IL V E R AND GLASSW A RE. 
All silver and glassware is to be washed 
and kept on tables in room s between dining­ 
room and kitchen. 
It is estim ated that the 
silverw are needed will cost about $16,000. 
Barge sacks are to be kept banging by tbe 
silverw are tables, and into thwte all the 
plate will be th ru st in case of a fire-alarm . 
Below kitchen and m ain dining-room will 
be various sm all dining-room s and servants' 
quarters. 
T he em ployes are to be ranked 
by the General in com m and of the hotel, 
and only those of equal rank will eat to­ 
gether. T he clerks m ay not dine w ith the 
engineers, nor the engineers with waiters, 
nor w aiters w ith cooks, no r cooks w ith la­ 
borers, nor laborers with Chinese help. 
A ltogether eight sm all dining-room s will 
be required for this sm all arm y of patrician 
and plebeian em ployes. 
A late breakfast- 
room for fashionable or dissipating guests, 
and a dining-room for children w ill be 
am ong the necessities. 
Down here below 
th e kitchen all the pastry com binations 
will be planned and executed, anil ice and 
ice cream m ade for cooling the thirsty and 
heated guests. 
H ere w ill be a large room 
for waiters, w ith narrow closets like vault 
crypts in w hich each w aiter will keep his 
dining-room 
“ sw allow tail" 
and 
other 
regulation habilim ents. No colored waiters 
will be em ployed. 
Doubtless there are m any points o f in ­ 
terest about the great resort building that 
have been om itted in this basty descrip­ 
tion. 
O nly the m ore striking features have 
been noted here. 
T be total cost ot build­ 
ing and equipm ent is estim ated at $1,000,­ 
000. T he prospects are th at in less than 
three m onths the hotel will be filled. 
“ I 
could fill it to-morrow if it were ready,” 
said M anager Schoenewald. 
“ I have had 
applications for m onths back, and not only 
from San Francisco, but from old patrons 
in the East who w ant to come out here 
again.” 


ACCOMMODATION'S KOR V ISITO RS. 
A Baym ond party is due a t Del M onte 
the first part o f December, but the hotel 
will not likely be ready then for its accom­ 
m odation. 
O ther liavm ond parties are 
due there later in tbe season. 
A rrange­ 
m ents have been m ade for som e of the 
Kaym uud people to go to El Carmelo, at 
Pacific Grove, bu t M anager Schoenewald. 
who ia now in charge ot E l Carmelo, says 
it is im possible to 
direct 
Del M onte 
patrons to E l Carmelo. 
T he latter is con­ 
ducted under th e regulations and restric­ 
tions of th e Pacific Grove Retreat Associ- 
tions, and by m any persons the restrictions, 
w hich are com m endable w hen the original 
objects o f the Grove are considered, are 
not appreciated. 
One lady recently com ­ 
plained because the hotel 
contains no 
piano on w hich a cheering waltz tune 
could be played if desired. 
The character­ 
istics ot El Carmelo are to be advertised as 
well as those of Del Monte, and it is be­ 
lieved classes ot patrons for both will thus 
be secured. 
El Carmelo rates are to be re­ 
duced soon, and the establishm ent will be 
conducted on a som ew hat different plan 
than it has been. 
T here has been quite a boom for some 
tim e in Pacific Grove property. Second 
and third additions lying back from the 
original beach settlem ents are now being 
built up. 
E at speculators there have m ade 
com fortable profits in the last six m onths. 
The regulation grove lot is a trifling affair, 
30x00 feet, and the doll-like houses are in 
proportion. 
Prices of lots now range from 
$100 to $1,000. 
The Pacific Im provem ent 
Com pany that ow ns Del M onte and El 
Oarmelo owns als i som e 7,000acres of grove 
land south and west of all recent additions, 
and the accepted report is th at soon the 
railroad w ill be extended around the beach 
from Monterey to the western end of Pacific 
Grove. 
C ertainly the locality is one o f the 
charm ing resorts of California, w hich is 
fast becom ing a land of health and pleasure 
retreats. 
T be land-ow ners are confident 
that w ith the assured grow th of the State 
the prosperity and social position o f New­ 
port or Bong B ranch w ill be rivaled here 
by tbe ocean-washed cliffs and beach of 
M onterey Bay.

inspectresses are twenty-three in number, 
under the charge of Mrs. Mary E. W ill­ 
iams, chief of the bureau. 
They range in 
age from 16 years to that point where wo­ 
men stop having birthdays. 
Their hour;, 
at the Barge Office on the Battery are 
from 9 and 7 a . m . on alternate weeks, to 6 


p . m . 
At this season they are rushed, 
Sunday Wing the busiest day. 
A com­ 
petitive civil service examination, such as 
any pupil in the up|>er grammar grades 
could pass, secures a position and a salary 
of $93 a month. 
W hen a vessel is sighted 
off Fire Island its arrival is wired to the 
Barge Office. 
At the Narrows the Custom 
House officials board the great steamer, 
and others, with the inspectresses, prepare 
to meet her when safely lied to her land­ 
ing. 
At one end of the gorgeously fitted 
up saloon, the men in brass buttons and 
white cajw with gilt insigna, seat them­ 
selves, and in Indian tile the passengers 
come up to the impromptu desks. 
“Your name?” asks the officer. 
“J . Helene Jones.” 
So much is honest. 
“Alone or with an escort ?” 
Here comes the rub. 
If unattended, her 
ladyship must submit to the hundred eyes 
of the female Argus detailed to inspect the 
luggage of ladies traveling alone, 
if with 
a gentleman this is avoided, and although 
she has tram ped all over the continent, 
and bought from every shop in Isjndon 
and Paris without aid, the result, just be­ 
ing pulled up from the hold of the ship, at 
the present moment she finds male protec­ 
tion a most desirable thing.

Politely she is asked to place a value upon 
the goods and she does so. 
Just as she is 
shaking hands with herself and wondering 
if she will have enough left in her porte- 
monnaic to put up at tlie Brunswick or the 
Fifth Avenue, she is invited into a room 
on the dock. 
Farewell to sweet delusive 
hope?

hear the expo-tulations at their failures 
to get the earth and the fullness thereof. 
But on the other hand, as if to show their 
value, the Inspectresses tax trifles, and on 
but a few towels and a couple of silver 
sjioons I saw a poor interm ediate passenger 
pay $7 87. 
The male Inspector would 
have been charitable, for they had not the 
appearance of new goods, and they were 
the only things outside of clothing and 
necessities.

“ OLD ABE." 


T lie E a g le o f t h e W a r a n d S o m e th in g o f 
I ll s H is to ry . 
“ Old Abe,” the whilom war eagle of the 
Eighth Regiment, Wisconsin Volunteers, 
is one of the attractions in the collection 
of war relics now on exhibition at the E x­ 
position building. 
H e is only stuffed, and 
doesn’t look as big as when he accompa­ 
nied the Eagle Regiment on Southern 
battle-fields. 
A wooden tablet attached to 
his perch bears this inscription : “ Hatched 
February, 1861; died March 20, 1881.” 
E. If. Webster, of Greenbusch, Sheboy­ 
gan county, Lieutenant of Company B, of 
the Eighth Regiment, gave a ■Sentmet re­ 
porter some information about the old bird. 
“ When our company came into camp at 
Madison, we were told by the men of Com­ 
pany C, who brought the eagle with them 
from Eau Claire, that he was taken from 
his nest by au Indian and presented to 
them by him. 
I have read a more roman­ 
tic tale of his capture since then, but this 
story is undoubtedly correct, as nobody then 
thought of inventing the pleasant fiction 
about the famous eagle which have since 
become so numerous. 
Our regiment broke 
camp at Camp Randall, in compliance 
with an order to go to Missouri, and while 
marching through St. lamis the eagle 
broke its string and tlew away. 
We all 
thought that th at was the last we would 
see of him, and Colonel M urphy dfiereii to 
give $25 to any one who would bring him 
back. 
You know M urphy, don’t you ? 
H e left our regiment and was put in charge 
of a brigade, and surrendered to the rebels 
at the battle of Holly «Springs. 
But I am 
digressing. 
“ W hile in Camp Curtis, at «St. Louis, 
one of tlie lioys pointed up into the air at 
a large bird that was approaching us, and 
said that he’d bet that it was ‘Old Abe.’ 
\\ e fixed a perch on a camp-chest, and 
very mhhi the eagle sailed down and took 
his place on the perch. 
He had been fish­ 
ing and was as wet as a rat. 
W e put him 
on 
a 
string 
again 
and 
sometimes 
let liiin go, as he was always sure of re­ 
turning. 
Occasionally we let him loose 
during an engagement, and then lie would 
fly about overhead or sit quietly on his 
perch. 1 believe the Confederates”brought 
down some of his feathers once, and after 
th at lie always screamed and acted mad 
when a fight was going on. 
General 
I‘rice, of the Confederates, once said that 
lie would rather capture the eagle than 
the whole regiment. 
“ 
"‘Old Abe’ was a nuisance in some r e ­ 
spects. 
He was a thieving bird, and when 
the rations were distributed had to be 
watched or he would steal the best morsels 
away. 
H e liked beef and all kinds of 
meats, when there was scarcely any for the 
boys. 
H e was up to all sorts of mischief, 
and wounded some of the lx>ys who were 
spared by rebel bullets. 
They would 
plague him and he would peg at them, 
frequently drawing the blood.” 
After ilie regiment returned from the 
war, “ Old Abe” was well ranal for at 
Madison until 
Ills death, which ensued 
from natural causes.—Milwaukee ■Sentinel.
